Back of the burning of the courthouse, 
tb h connected with the arson only in- 
directly, is a tale of a Missouri county seat 
war which has been waged without cessa- 
tion for a third of a century. 

Such are the facts in this story that it 
may be said that the county.seat fight 
would have been settled in 18.8 had not the 
ex-Confederate soldiers at that time been 
Gisfranchised. With their votes the neces- 
gary two-thirds majority from the removal 
of the county seat to Montgomery City 
would have been secured that vear, and 
in all prepausity the county records from 
1864 would still intact. 

And yet again the civil war figures in 
the story, for on Oct. 14, 184, Guerrilla 
Bill Anderson and his band rode into Dan- 
ville, then a thriving town of 1400 peaple, 
and reduced the place to ashes, including 
a brick building where the county records 
were stored. 

One result of the Anderson raid was that 
nearly all the county records were de- 
stroyed. Another result was that the 
county seat town was practically wiped 
out, and to this day one may see the vacant 
lots where, in war time, stood substantial 
ee blocks and dwellings, never re-

Montgomery City, for the fifth time since 

. It was the general. belief that the 
proposition had carried, the ceémovers hav- 
ing polled ahout 2100 out of a ttoal of 2500 
votes cast in.the county. 

It was believed that at last Montgomery 
City would be the county capital in fact, 
as well as in theory and practice, but the 
records were not removed from Danville. 

Montgomery City had not forgotten the 
episode of 1894, when it was belleved that 
the removal proposition had carried. Dur- 
ing a snowstorm the books were piled on 
big sleds and hauled merrily into Montgom- 
ery City, leaving the bi d courthouse at 
Danville deserted and gloomy. That was a 
gala day for Montgomery. When the 
county records arrived the people turned 
out to welcome them, and leading citizens 
remarked that it was a historic scene. 

History, however, went away back and 
sat down, a few months later, when At- 
torney John M. Barker, Danville’s only 
lawyer, went to the Supreme Court with a 
brief for Danville. The court decided that 
the vote of the Wenavale precinct, which 
had been thro out for irregularity, 
should be count 4. This defeated the two- 
thirds majority and the removal project. 
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Post-Dispatch that the only effort made to 
Save the county records was after the fire 
had reached the ground floor. A. negro 
Was then sent in through a window. He 
carried out .an armfu!l of books. The 
citizens .said that they were afraid. the 
walls would fall in. There was not so 
much-as a bucket brigade in the village 
to fight the flames. 


Evidences of Incendarism 
Were Discovered. 
After the first excitement died down the 


citizens began to investigate. It was dis- 


covered that a three-gallon can of kerosene, 
which had been purchased for county use 
& 4:w days before and left in the court- 
house could not. be.found. No explosion 
had been heard. The ruins immediately 
underneath. the spot where the oil can was 
kept were diligently searched, but no trace 
of the big can was found. 

“There is not the slightest doubt in my 
mind,’’ said Lawyer’ Barker, ‘‘that this oll 
was used to aid the spread of the fire.”’

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct: 5.—Experiments 
are being made by the newly organized 
Nernst Lamp Co. with a new lamp which 
will be manufactured in Pittsburg. A unm- 
ber of the wonderful lamps are now on ex~ 
hibition at the Pan-American Exposition in 
Buffalo, and one large lamp, which its in- 
tended to take the place of an arc light, 
is being tested in the general offices of the 
Philadelphia Co. The rew company is De- 
ing formed by George Westinghouse end 
his associates. and it will be operated in 
barmony with the Westinghouse interests. 

A good description of the Nernst lamp is 
given in the, current issue of Everybody's 
Magazine, in telling of the ‘Automatic 

fre:’’ 


“From an industrial point of view the 
most important electrical novelty at the 
Pan-American is the display of Nernst 
lamps in the Westinghouse section of the 
electricity building. They were shown at 
the Paris Exposition last year, but this is 
the first time they have been publicly dis- 
played in America. From the tented dome 
of the building about 100 of these lamps are 
hung in beautiful. festocns. 

“The display attracts general attention 
in the evening, but to the vast majority 
of visitors they are just electric lights., AS 
a matter of fact they are the latest de- 
velopment of the fight between gas and 
electricity. A gas flame is luminous because 
the particles of catbon it contains 
are rendered white-hot by the chemical 
action of the burning gas. In the lime- 
light white-hot lime is substituted for 
white-hot carbon.’ When Edisen invented 
his incandescent electric light he adopted 
a carbon filament, heating it white-hot by 
the electric current. , 

“Several vears ago the gaslight invent- 
ors delivered a severe blow to incandescent 
electric lhghting by the invention of the 
Welsbach light, which more than doubled 
the amount of iight supplied by a given 
quantity of gas, thereby making gaslight 
much cheaper than incandescent electric 
light. In the Weisbach light certain rare 
earth. known as the oxides of zirco- 
nium. cerium, thorium and others, all 
relatives of . ordinary quvicklime, were 


/made up in the form of a lacelike mantle, 


which was heated white-hot in a gas 
fiome mixed with air so as to burn clear. 
Welshach light is therefore practi-

The Nernst lamp con- 
teins a little rod of the limelike earth 
about the size ofa sewing recdile. witha 
wire attached to each end. This is called 
the ‘glower.’ It is p'aced c'ose to a small 
‘heater.’ When the current is turned on it 
first flows through and heats the heater, 
which in turn heats the glower. The cur- 
rent then flows th-ough the glower. heating 
it still further till it gives out the most 
dazzling white light. The light is protert- 
ed by a smal! frosted glass globe. As the 
gelower must first be heated before it will 
conduct the electric current, this strarge 
electric lamp may be lit by heating the 
glower with an ordinary match. and it can 
also be blown out like a candle, blowing 
against the giower, coo ing it so much that 
the electric current is stopped. Also when 
the current is turned on the lamp does 
not light at once. It takes about eight or 
ten seconds before it glows up in all its 
beauty, the heater having first to operate. 

“As shown at the Pan-American. it is 
made up in the form of pretty little 50- 
candle lamps that look like baby are 
lamps, with globrs about the size of an 
orange... They are made to screw into the 
ordinary incandesccent-light sockets. 
is equivalent in lighting power to three in- 
cancescent 16-candle lamps. and {it only con- 
sumes half the energy. Each ordinary 16- 
candle incandescent lamp costs about a 
cent an hour for current, or one and one- 
half cents for three lamps. The 5*-candle 
Nerrpst ‘amp repvlacing the three consumes 
ust half that amount or three-quarters of 
a cent of current per hour. e Nernst 
lamp. unfortunately. is handicapped by be- 
ing mr ‘-h more complicated and therefore 
expensive than the ordinary incandescent 
lamp, but one Nernst is equal to t*ree of 
the others, and the filament is easily re- 
newed wden worn out, its life heine abhont 
9 hours.

EDITOR THOMAS MERTON. 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 5—While President 
McKinley, in Buffalo, was making his 
strong-willed fight with death, there stood 


in the eager crowds that scanned the bul- 
letin boards in Pittsburg. night after night, 
a man whu in feature, bearing and expres- 
sion so resembled the stricken President 
that men who passed that anxious figure 
started and stared and wondered whether 
their eyes were not playing them false. The 
man was Thomas Merton, the editor of a 
Pittsburg evening newspaper, and an old 
and valued friend of the chief executive of 
the nation. Mr. Merton, ike his famous 
double, comes from Canton, O. The editor 
is a much younger man, but many strange 
instances of mistakes, in which journal- 
ist and statesman were mistaken for cach 
other, have been recorded, and on more 
than one occasion Mr. Merton has been 
forced, to his great embarrassment, pub- 
licly to impersonate Mr. McKinley. 

On Memorial Day, 1892, Mr. McKinley, 
then governor of Ohio, reached Chicago, 
where he was to make two addresses, one 
to members of the G. A. R., another in 
the afternoon to the American Mechanics. 

Merton was then dramatic critic of a 
Chicago newspaper, but owing to his per- 
sonal acquaintance with Mr. McKin ey 
he was sent to find McKinley and get from 
him, if possible, advance copies of both his 
speeches for the ay: The McKinleys were 
stopping at the home of Lafayette Mc- 
Williams, a cousin of the President. Mer- 
ton reached the house with difficulty, be- 
ing compelled to work his way through a 
great crowd that had gathered to catch a 


as the next President, passed the police 
lines and rang the doorbell. Orders had 
been given that Mr. McKinley should not 
be disturbed.

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“OUGHT AT LST 


Tom Ward Indicted by U. 8. 
Grand Jury. 


HE WILL BE TRIED NEXT MAY 
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LOST THE BANK FUNDS IN MAR- 
KET SPECULATIONS. 


He Looted the Lemars, Io., Nationa! 
Bank and Was Hunted Everywhere 
Until Caught at Last in 
New Jersey. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DE* WOINES, Io, Oct. 5.—Tom F. Ward, 
for * zars a member of the Democratic state 
cer*ral committee, was indicted today in 
Woodbury County, by the United . States 
ftstrict court grandjury, on the charge of 
embezzling $13,000 from the Le Mars Na- 
tional Bank, of which Ward was vice-presi- 
dent and manager. The indictment and 
possible imprisonment comes as the result 
of Ward’s peculations on corn in bucket 
shops. Seven indictments have been re- 
turned against Ward, and he will be tried 
in tne federal court next May. 

On April 17th of this year the doors of the 
Le Mars, Io., National Bank were closed 
and a notice posted on the glass that Tom 
F. Ward, respected citizen and Iowa poli- 
ticlan, had skipped from his home town 
after wrecking his own bank. Excitement 
in the Iowa town, which is a village ot 


only a few thousand inhabitants, was at 
fever heat and a great mob soon collectea 
around the building. The majority of the 
depositors of the national bank were smal: 
ones, few of the large business houses 
placing their funds there. The wreck, there- 
rore, was the more of a calamity, entirely 
ruining many families. 

When the news of the suspension of the 
bank reached Washington and an examiner 
arrived at Le Mars, it was discovered thai 
the bank was short about $30,000, and that 
Ward had left for “God knows where,’’ his 
short note said. 

An examination showed that Ward had 
looted the bank systematically. His meth- 
od was simple. He was vice-president and 
manager of the bank, the deposits of which 
aggregated $125,000. He would draw a draft 
on tne bank's New York reserve for $1l0w 
or $000 and enter it on the books at Le 
Mars as $1 or $%. The money thus secured 
he sunk in market speculations. A bucket- 
shop was located directly above the bank 
and there Ward gambled the bank's finan- 
vies away. 

The hunt for the missing ban official begsan 
at once and he was traced ali over the 
United States and even in Mexico, where tt 
was believed at first that he had fled, but 
months passed and no Ward was found. 

In the meahtime the federal officials took 
charge of the bank and have already 
paid the depositors one dividend of 7 per 
cent from the pruceeds realized. Suits 
have now been brough¥ in the federal court 
in Iowa to recover fromthe shareholders 
the amount of their indebtedness and lia- 
bility so as to protect the depositors, but 
the process is long and tedious. 

While this was going on secret Service of- 
ficers were hot after Ward and after 
months of failure the embezzling bank man- 
ager was discovered at Jersey City, N. J 
He was identified and arrested. When he 
saw that the a was up he promptly 
admitted his identity and voluntarily re- 
turned to lowa with the officers, stating 
that he was glad to eo hack and face his 
accusers, now that the suspense of feared 
arrest was ended, 

Ward was taken back to the town. where 
there were 80 many homes ruined and 
wrecked by him. From there he was taken 
before a United States commissioner at 
Sioux City and bound over to the fédera! 
grandjury, being released on $5000 bonds. 
Today he was indicted by the federal 
grandjury and later released on $7503 ap- 
pearance bonds. One of the indictments 
charges him with embezzling $13.000 from 
the Le Mars National Bank: the other six 
acuse him of falsifying the bank records. 

Ward was not in the courtroom when the 
jury’s report was returned. but a plea of 
not guilty was entered by his counsel, J. M. 
Parsons of Rock Rapids, Io. The trial will 
not occrvr until the May, 1992. term of conzt 

Tom Ward has been a prominent figure 
in lowa politics for many years and is 
well known throughout the state. He is 
about 40 years of age and was born in 
Pennsylvania. Wien a mere lad he came 
to Iowa, locating in Cherokee County, 
where he apes gah | taught school. He 
studied law and started practice in the 
town of Primghar. 

It was while practicing law there, In the 
early 90s, that he was elected state cen- 
tral committeeman from the Bleventh dis- 
trict. In 1892 he was chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic state convention. He served until 
last year, when he was defeatéd for re- 
election by Mayor J. H. Quick of Sioux 
City. His connection with the state central 
committee took him all over the state, 
but did not win him many friends, as he 
was too autocratic with his associates. 


GOV. DOCKERY’S WINK. 


A Party of Missouri Bankers Jokingly 
Test the Governor’s Elusiveness. 
Banker J. Percy Huston of Marshall, Mo., 
tes a story which illustrates Gov. Dock- 
ery’s elusiveness and the prevailing impres- 
sion among those who have met him since 
his election that a wink is as far as it is 
possible to get him to commit himself on 


any subject. 

It seems that, in order to test the govy- 
ernor’s elusivement, a number of the mem- 
bers of the State Bankers’ Association put 
up a job on him.

After some casual 
conversation one of them present asked the 
governor if we couldn't have a private con- 
versation with him.

‘You 
see, governor,’ said one of the crowd, ‘we 
want a little recognition from you. We ex- 

ect to present the name of a gentleman 
or a place and we know you will Nsten 
to us for awhile.

POLICE SAW THE GLOVE AND AR. 
RESTED HIM. 


Columbus Brooks, Who Killed Anothe- 
Negro «+ Bewier and Two Tien “a 
West Virginia, Arrested at 
Des Moines, Io. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Oct. 5.—Because he 
wore a glove on his left hand Columbus 
Brooks. a negro, of Bevier, Mo., will go to 
the penitentiary for life or will lose his life 
on the scaffold. Brooks was arrested here 


this week by the city detectives and was re- 
turned to Bevier by Sheriff Gilstrap. He 
must answer to the charge of killing Bill 
Kirke at mine No. 61, west of Bevier, and, 
in addition, there is hanging over him an 
unfulfilled sentence, imposed by the West 
Virginia courts, for killing two men in 
that state. = 

Brooks is a typical “bad man” and his 
arrest is occasioning both the Iowa and 
Missouri authorities much satisfaction. He 
owes his loss of liberty to his vanity, for 
by wearing a glove on his left hand to 
cover the spots where the black skin had 
been removed and the white snots showed, 
he was spotted by the Des Moines detec- 
tives and arrested. 

Some days ago a letter was received by 

chief of Des Moines detectives from 
Sheriff Gilstrap of Macon County, Mo., 
stating that a terrible crime had been com- 
mitted at Mine No. 61 and that the ac- 
cused, Columbus Breoks, a negro, was at 
arge. The description of the negro men- 
tioned the fact that ‘he had white spots on 
his left hand and that to conceal this dam- 
aging mark he usually wore a glove. 

The letter was placed in the hands of De- 
tectives Connolly and -Panor and the two 
men began the lookout for a gloved negro 
answering Brooks’ description. oper saw 
cuch a one the other day and, following 
him, traced him to his room. The only clue 
the detectives had was the fact that the 
negro, although a common laborer, wore 
a glove on his left hand. In appearance and 
dress he was sim'‘lar to other negroes whom 
the detectives passed on the street. 

The officers shadowed the man for several 
days and gradually compared him with the 
description sent by the M ssouri sheriff 
While it appeared to tally, there was only 
the one great clue, the left hand glove. 
The officers decided to take the risk and 
finally arrested the negro, as he returned 
from work on evening. 

Hie was taken to the city jail, denying al! 
the time that he was the man wanted. Yet 
when he arrived at the jail and was com- 
pelled to take off his glove the tell-tale 
white spots showed plainly. He continued 
to protest his innocence, however, and the 
officers were unable to place the formal! 
charge of murder against him fer lack of 
evidence. The man gave his name as Har- 
rv Nichols and put up such a strong talk 
that the officers were almost persuaded,

*‘Then you are the Columbus Brooks 
that is wanted at Macon, Mo., for murder?’ 
asked the chief. ‘ 

“Yes, sah, I guess I is.”’ 

Brooks expressed his willingness to fe 
to Macon without a requisition, and Sherif 
Gilstrap was notified. He arrived here Fri- 
day morning and returned to Macon at 
night with the murderer in charge. The 
sheriff brought news of the double murder 
in West Virginia of which Brooks has 
been convicted. He escaped from the peni- 
tentiary after being sent up and went to 
Missouri, where he took up h's residence. 

Brooks is now charged with the murder 
of William Kirke, a negro, at Mine 61, Be- 
vier, Mo., on the night of Sept. 23. 
When arrested a large revolver was found 
on his person. 

“Carryin’ guns in Missouri hain’t noth- 
in’,”’ said Brooks to the chief of- detectives. 
“Every niggah foh feet high carries a gun 
down in Macon County. Why, I’se had a 
gun since I was 10 veahs old. 

“Fah’s shootin’ Bill Kirke goes, de truf 
ob de whole mattah is we was in a big crap 
game «own to mine‘6] ‘bout free miles west 
ob Bg er and nine miles f'om Macon. Dat 
nigga.. owed me two dollahs which he done 
borrawedg moah’n a month ago, an’ refused 
to settle. Sundav, foh de crap game | was 
speakin’ ob, he done touched me foh anud- 
der dollah, makin’ free dollahs altogedder. 
When I see he was a losin’ in de game, 
mah money a goin’ to de udder fellahs, I 
bucks an’ deman’s mah coin, Kirk refused 
to settle, and de next t'ing we was a scrap- 
pin’ ovah a big gun. Deh gun goes off an’ 
Kirke he gets shot in dah ehest. an’ now 
you'se got all I knows about de whole busi- 
ness.”’ 

Brooks could not be persuaded to tell 
more, but claimed that he would-.have a 
good defense when he got back to Missouri. 
Sheriff Gilstarp, however. stated that the 
murder was a cold-blooded one, Brooks 
having shot down a fellow-workman at a 
friendly game.

THE BROOMCORN TRUST. 


Price Has Risen to $130 a Ton in Some 
Parts of Illinois. 
CHARLESTON, Ill, Oct. 5.—The broom- 
corn “harvest in this section of Illinois is 
practically ended. The yield has been fair, 
but buyers complain of a great deal of 
cooked brush, which usually depreciates its 
value. This year there have been some 
large fires in which thousands of dollars’ 
worth of broomcorn was consumed, which 
of which had been carried over from years 
in which prices fell.- The effect has been 
that growers of brush have received good 
yxrices. The price varies even in the same 
locality, as it is an article which is not 
quoted. but {s bought by brokers directly 

for the consumers. 

Within the past week the-price has risen 
to $130 a ton, and many growers are holding 
in strong hopes of even more fancy figures. 
When it is considered that broomcorn can 
be raised at a profit for $60 a ton, It may 
be seen why raisers are independent in 
holding their crop. 

In the adjustment of the wage scale of 
the »reom factories at Mattoon and this 
city the workmen asked for a slight raise, 
but the high price of raw material has 
made it impossible for the manufacturers 
to accede to the demands. ~ 
‘Of the 35,000 tons used annually in the 
brooms in the 
United States, 10,000 are raised in Coles 
County, Ilinois, 8000 in Douglas and 2000 in 
other parts of Illinois. This elevation of 
price on brush here in the field, which con- 
trols the market, will most probably be felt 
in the price of brooms all over the United 
States and Canada.

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WILL TEACH GAELIC LANGUAGE. 


Notre Dame University Arranges to 
Resume the Course of Study. 
NOTRE DAME, Ind., Oct. 5.—The chair 
of Gaelic language and literature has been 
re-established at Notre Dame University. 
It is the only one in the West. There was a 
chair of Gaelic at Notre Dame about twen- 
ty-five years ago, but the instructor died 
and owing to the difficulty in securing an- 
other instructor the chair was suffered to 

remain vacant. 

All students of literature or history real- 
ize that Gaelic is one of the oldest lan- 
guages in the world. In it all the cvents 
of ancient Irish history-were chronicled, 
and no deep research in Irish history can 
be made without a knowledge of the Gaelic 
language. Notwithstanding all this ,the 
language has been so much. neglected that 


even the natives of Ireland are for the 
most part ignorant of their mother tongue.

The work in this department 
will not be confined merely to a study of 
the languages, but a careful study of Irish 
history will also be part of the cours... 

President Morrissey says that he expects 
Notre Dame will within a few years be a 
recognized seat of Gaelic in the West. At 
present it is on'y by doing special work in 
the great eastern colleges that a knowledge 
of this primitive language can be obtained,

WARNED TO LEAVE GEORGIA} 


Masked Men Declared They Had Had 
Enough of Mormon Teachings 
and the Elders Must 
Get Out. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 5.—Two Mormon el- 
ders, B. F. Stewart and L. F. Zundel, living 
in Atlanta at 462 Houston street, were the 
victims a few days ago, they state, of 
rough treatment at the hands of a masked 
mob in Hart County. 


visiting O. T. Shirley at Bowersville, Hart 
County. Shirley, they say, is a member 
of the Mormon faith, and they were there 
on business for the church, which they 
had about completed when the mob came 
to claim their aftention. 

The two elders were getting ready to 
leave Bowersville for Atlanta, expecting to 
start in the morning. The night before a 


band of masked men armed with shotguns 
and pistols went to the Shirley home and 
called the two elders out. Elder Stewart 
responded and asked what was wanted. 

“We want you,’’ was the reply of one of 
the band. ‘“‘We havé had enough of your 
Mormon teachings round here and you 
must get out.”’ 

“In order to avoid any trouble at the 
Shirley home,” said Elder Stewart ‘ast 
night, ‘“‘we left the house and went with 
them. They took us off into the woods 
some distance, and there beat us with a 
buggy trace, giving me 25 lashes and Elder 
Zundel 15 lashes. They held pariey first 
and finally decided to let us off with a 
whipping. Then they told us to get out 
of the county at once. We had to walk 
several miles to get a train to return to 
At. anta. 

“There ave several of our faith in that 
community and went over there on that 
account. here seems to be considerable 
prejudice against us in that. section, but | 
do not believe it came from the people in 
the community we visited. I think the 
band who attacked us came from some 
distance from Bowersville.”’ 

Upon their return to the city Elders 
Stewart and Rundel wrote a letter to Gov. 
Candler about the matter, in which they 
Seneaten to him for protection. They stat- 
ed they were visiting saints and friends in 
the vicinity of Bowersville, when, on the 
night of Sept. 23, they were called on bya 
band of about thirty masked men. 

‘We were led out about two miles to the 
line of Franklin and Hart counties,”’ the 
letter continued, ‘‘where they whipped us 
and told us to leave and never come back 
into that country again, as they did not 
intend to have any Mormon doctrine in 
that part. 

“Now, as peaceable American citizens of 
this free republic, we ask your careful and 
earnest consideration of this matter at your 
earliest convenience.’”’ 

The letter was signde both by Elder 
Stewart and Elder Zundel. The two elders 
live, as stated, at 462 Houston street, and 
are conducting their work from there. 
They say they have about sixteen converts 
to the Mormon faith in Atlanta. 

Gov. Candler says there is no action he 
can take in the matter. The proper cours+ 
for the elders to take is to go before the 
grandjury and ask for indictments against 
their assailants, if they can identify them. 

Elder Stewart stated last night that they 
had identified two members of the band 
and called them by name. He said he 
hoped it would be possible for the governor 
to take somé action in the matter.

SEAMEN HAVE NO FAITH IN IT 


IT IS CAPT. ANDREWS’ FOURTH 
“TRIP OF THE KIND. 


He Has Confidence in His Cockleshell 
and His Wife Has Confidence in 
Him, So They Have Started 
at Last. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 5.—Death or 
a fortune is involved in the daring ocean 
voyage that Capt. William Andrews and 
his bride of a few weeks have embarked 
upon. Both realized the perils that await 
them in their lonely, long and dangerous 
voyage across 3000 miles of sea in a thir- 
teen-and-a-half-foot boat, sloop rigged. 

Their only object in hazarding their lives 
is the fortune they expect to realize from 
exhibitions of the boat and themselves if 
they should successfully complete the trip. 

The craft in which they trusted their lives 


ig a novelty in its appearance—sharp at 
both ends and broadened in the middle out 
of all ordinary proportion. It has no re- 
semblance to a boat in the accepted ideas 
of the lines which should govern the con- 
struction of a sea-going craft. The bottom 
is flat and the sides straight up and down. 
The mast is short and the boom long. 

It is built on plans furnished by Capt. 
Andrews, and eyery seaman here who has 
looked at it declares that it will not survive 
in ordinary heavy weather. Capt. Andrews 
only smiles, and his wife simply says she 
has confidence in her husband's judgment 
and experience. He has named the craft the 
Dark Secret. She is painted black, and is 
constructed of half-inch cedar and covered 
with canvas. Three hundred unds of lead 
are fastened to her keel to keep her from 
turning over and to right her when she is 
struck by a sea. Besides, there is a con- 
siderable quantity of ballast to keep her 
well in the water. 

' “Capt. Andrews said: ‘‘Our sole object is 
to break all records in crosing the ocean 
in the smallest boat that was ever put to 
the test. Our course will be in the trade 
routes, headed for the Azores. There we 
wi] take on provisions for the run to Palos, 
Spain, which will be the end of the journey. 
It is the port from which Columbus started, 

‘I count on six weeks in getting to the 
Azores and three weeks in going to Spain. 
We may be two months in making the en- 
tire journey. We are not trying to break a 
speed record, It is our intention to let our 
friends hear from us at sea by throwing 
bottles overboard with messages in them 
Stating where we are and telling the inci- 
dents of the journey.”’ 

Mrs. Andrews, who was married about six 
weeks ago to the captain, is a professional 
nurse. he determined to link her fate 
with that of her husband’s. Her relatives. 
who reside at Pleasantville, tried to dis- 
suade her from attempting the trip, but in 
vain. Rt Ae of the journey, she said: 

No, am not in the least afraid. The 
boat seems safe enough. There is not 
much room, but we will manage to endure 
the d‘scomfort. When we land on the other 
side I intend to return. efter having made 
the trip in the smallest boat, in the largest 
oe that makes the transatlantic voy- 

Mrs. Andrews supervised the packing 
away of the stores in the cramped space. 
Speak'ng of her clothing. she said: = 

“Only room for two suits. One of these | 
wll wear, the other I will have packed 
away in a tin box to prevent it from get- 
ting wet or damp. For use ahout the boat 
I intend to wear bloomers. The reason for 
their selection is that they will allow me to 
move around in the confined quarters with 
more freedom. There will be a_ suit of 
oilekins for myself and the captain. 

There will be more stores than we will 
use in the time {n which we expect to make 
the journey. The most space will be taken 
up with the 47 half gallons of water we 
must have. They are packed with excelsior 
under the false hottom and in the stern. 
In addition. we will. trke one case of canned 
souns, two bottles of malted tablets. some 
whisky, two dozen cans of condensed mi'k. 
four dozen casn of baked beans. one dozen 
cans of boned turkey and chicken. one 
dozen cans of corned beef. two ¢allons of 
breakfast food in bottles. tea, coffee, sugar. 
salt. some hutter and spices and 50 pounds 
or 0 of ship’s biscuit. There will be agate 
tableware and a few kitchen things. A 
small aicohol lamp will serve for the galley 
purposes.. If we run short of stores we may 
get help from passing vessels.”’ 

Cant. Andrews intends to carry a pair of 
ears, stranpned to the deck. the American 
flag, a small anchor and 59 fathoms of cable 
and a compass and quadrant. °For pleasure 
he will have a pipe and five pounds of to- 
bacco. 

The Dark Secret is decked all over except 
the cockpit, and that is closed by means of 
sliding hatches. The cockpit is about eight- 
een Inches wide, the boat itself- having a 
width of five feet and two feet in depth. 
The cockpit will just permit of one person 
lying in it comfortablv. Mrs. Andrews ts to 
steer and sail, as this ts her first venture 
on the water, and husband and wife will 
take turns at the he!m. 

Capt. Andrews is 55 vears old and a piano 
maker bv trade. His home is in New En- 
gand. He made his first journey in a 
small boat across the ocean in 1878. again in 
1X9} and in 1892. In 1898 he did not complete 
his trip, being picked up, exhausted, at sea 
by a passing vessel.

Mason and Dixon Boundary 
in Doubt. 


IT WAS SURVEYED IN 1764 


ENDED A NINETY YEARS’ WAR AS 
TO TERRITORY. 


The Present Work Will Be to Deter- 
mine Its Location and Mark It by 
Iion Posts to Baffile Relic 
Hunters. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—Surveying 
parties from Pennsylvania and Maryland 
are replacing with iron posts the old stone 
markings estadlishing Mason and Dixons 
line. This work is the outcome of recent 
controversies in Pennsylvania, Delaware 
and Maryland as to the true beginning of 
the east end of the famous boundary. 

Some of the markings between Maryland 
and Pennsylvania had been removed or 
defaced, and it was difficult to locate the 
State line, especially near its eastern ter- 
minus or corner, where the three states 
meet. The point in controversy was regara- 
ing the length of the “‘tangent line’’ which 
furnished thé point of departure for the 
survey of Mason and Dixon in 1764. 

Such interest was awakened in the mat- 
ter that the Pennsylvania Legislature in 
1899 appropriated $7000 to re-establish the 
boundary cnd to re-mark the same ac- 
cording .o the original survey. A year later 
the Maryland Legisfature appropriated 
$5000 for the same purpose, and the work 
of re-marking the line is now nearing com- 


pletion under the joint directien of the two 
states. 

The motive of the first survey was a land 
dispute, growing out of conflicting grants 
from the crown of England 

In 1681 Charles II gave a charter to Wil- 
liam Penn. When Penn arrived in America 
with his colonists it was soon learned that 
his grant established him inland among 
impenetrable forests. He was excluded from 
any portion of the coast or any territory 
bordering upon Delaware Bay. 

Then began negotiations between Penn 
and Calvert .for the determination of the 
boundary, which were carried by the parti- 
sans of each to the verge of war, until 
1732, when the heirs of Penn and Calvert 
entered int® an agreement for the final ad- 

ustment of the boundary. It was agreed 
y them that a semi-circle was to be drawn 
around the town of New Castle with a 
12-mile radius beginning at the Delaware 
river, the line to be drawn north and west. 
A right line was to be run from Cape Hen- 
lopen due west to a meridian line running 
through the middle point of the peninsula. 
This middle line was to be run by the 
surveyors north from the ‘‘middle point” so 
as form a tangent with the semi-circle 
drawn around New Castle. From the tan- 
gent point the line was to be run due north 
until it reached a latitude of 15 miles south 
of the southernmost part of Philadelphia. 
From this point a line running due west 
was to be the “‘utmost longitude of Penn- 
sylvania.”’ 

Commissioners appointed to run_ these 
‘ines began work in 1732 and again in 1739. 
But as they proceeded complications arose 
and successive appeals were made to the 
Chancery Court in London. In 1760 the 
actual. work of surveying the boundary be- 
gan. A surveying party under the lead 
of John Lukens and Archibald McLean. 
with six brothers of the latter. commenced 
their duties. Within three years they had 
established the lines across the peninsula; 
they had measured the radius from New 
Castle and had marked the tangent point. 
Then the proprietors résiding in London 
becaine impatient at the long delay, and 
Charlies Mason and Jeremiah Dixon were 
appointed to complete the surveys. They 
arrived in Philadelphia Nov. 15, 1763, and 
in the following month began work in com- 
pany with the old surveyors. They first 
established the southernmost point of Phil- 
adelphia. For the purpose they carried an 
observatory to be constructed,:and on Jan 
6, 1764, they determined its latitude as 30 
degrees 43 minutes and 28.3 seconds north 
Mason and Dixon then carefully examined 
the surveys of their predecessors and 
ndopted them as correct and estab!'shed 
the point of derarture fo the boundary lin 
between the colonies. In the fall of 1764 
they ran the line which bears their names 
westward to the Susquehanna. 

While one party was laying out this line 
another ran the meridian line from the 
middle part of the arc on the 12-mile radiv 
seo as to determ‘ne with exactness the cor- 
ner of the three states of Pennsylvania, 
Marviard and Delaware. The followi-ge 
years the line was surveyed west of the 
Susquehunna river, and after many delays 
due to the host'l'ty of the Indians. the line 
was run end marked 244 miles from ‘h~* De'- 
aware. The last 20 miles of the line had 
been laid with great difficulty, as the In- 
dians were suspicious, though apparently 
friendly. l"ina!ly, at the Ind'an warpath at 
the second crossing of Dunkard creek, In 
which is now West Virginia, the surveyors 
were comrnanded to halt by emissaries ot 
the Six Nations, and the work was left un- 
finished. 

Over the greater part of the ronte mile 
stones were set up by the survevors the 
letter P being cut on one side and the Iict- 
ter Mon the other. At each five-mile mark 
a stone wins set uv bearing on the north 
side the arms of the Calverts. One or two 
of there are st'!l in a fair degree of pres- 
ervation, though most of the stones have 
been defaced or destroyed by relic hunters. 
One of the stones at Delta and one on 
South Mountain have been preserved. 

The band of surveyors: which slowly 
pushed its way through the forest and 
across the valley is described in Macon and 
Dixon's journal as consisting of eight of- 
ficial surveyors. an eccort ef 14 Ind'are and 
35 chain bearers, oxmen, commissaries, 
cooke and baggage carriers. 

While the establishment of this line ter-

MURDERED MILLIONAIRE. 


Her Last Husband Burned Up Her 


Manuscripts Because, So She 
Says, He Was Jealous of 
the Crestures of Her 
Imagination. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WAUKESHA, Wis., Oct. 5.—Whom does 
Mrs. Grace Snell Coffin-Walker, already 
three times married and three times di- 
vorced, intend to marry? 

The young woman who boasts this re- 
markable record, who is the daughter of 
Chicago's murdered millionaire, Amos J. 
Snell, and who has of late years become 
a writer of fiction, has announced that 
when ‘the last details of her divorce from 
Hotel Proprietor James C. Walker are ar- 
ranged she will ‘‘not remain single a day.” 

Her extraordinary personal history lends 
an interest to hed matrimonial future. Is 
the man who now holds the rather capri- 
cious lady's promise, Frank Nixon Coffin, 
to whom.she has already twice been mar- 
ried and from whom she has been twice 
divorced?” Or has some hitherto unheard 
of knight undertaken to rescure her from 
the chain of unfortunate circumstances 
ante which her singular destiny has ted 
er? 

The startling unusual ground for her 
latest divorce has not only brought Mrs. 
Walker again before the public, but it has 
led to a revival of interest in her his- 
tory. 

What appears to be a certain arrogance 
on the part of James Walker, who chose 
to burn before his ~wife’s eyes and in spite 
of her passionate protects the manuscripts 
of the many stories she had written, is 
claimed to have led. not unnaturally, to the 
present suit for. divorce. 

The next husband, Mrs. Walker says, 
will have to be if not a lover of fiction’ at 
least a respecter of it.

Carefully she hid this bundle away, 
but in a few days, she avers, it had disap- 
peared mysteriously. 

“When Mr. Walker learned on Aug. 9 
1901, that a firm of Chicago publishers had 
accepted a short story I sent them without

He said 
that the Emobperor’s words were not 
strong as reported. They were also ex- 
plicable from a psychological and human 
point of view, as the speech was delivered 
just after the attack on the Kaiser at 
Bremen. Nevertheless, Herr Kirschner ad- 
mitted the imperial speech had pained him. 


ON JEFF DAVIS’ BIRTHPLACE. 


The Second Baptist Church on That 
Site Is Dedicated. 
HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., Oct. 5.—The new 
Baptist Church was dedicated at Fair- 
view, a large crowd being in attendance. 
An interesting fact in the history of this 
church is that it is built on the site of the 


dweliing in which the famous president of 
the Conrederate States, Jefferson Davis, 
was born and spent the early years of his 
life prior to the removal of his father to 
Mississippi. 

The house in which he was born was 
removed from Fairview in 1898 by the Rey. 
J. W. Bingham to the Tennessee Centen- 
nial, and proved to be one of the exhibits 
of chief interest there. 

In the year 1886 the Baptists of the sec- 
tion in which this church is located, a 
wealthy and cultured part of the com- 
munity, and ardent admirers of the great 
southern statesman, desiring to erect a 
new house of worship, arranged to build 
on this site, and erected a beautiful brick 
building whose graceful spires pointed far 
heavenward., When the house was com- 
pleted, the venerable ex-president of the 
Confederacy cam all the way from his far 
southern home to be present and partici- 
pate in the dedication services, e de- 
livered in person to the trustees the deed 
to the property, signed by his own hand. 

The ceremony was impressive and at- 
tracted a large concourse of people. 

The Baptists continued to worship in 
this house until last year, when the tall 
spires attracted a bolt of rite and it 
was Burned. Work on the new building 
was immediately begun and the new house 
is the result. 

A finely polished slab of violet-hued Ten- 
nessee marble set in the wall of the ves- 
tibule opposite the memorial window has 
this inscription in Roman capitals: 

“Jefferson Davis of Mississippi was born 
June 3, 1808. On the site of this church he 
made a gift of this lot, March 10, 1884, to 
Bethel Baptist Church as a thank offering 
to the Lord.

SANDUSKY, O., Oct. 5.—Jay Cooke.who is 
lying very ili at his home in Put-in-Bay 
has always been an optimist. His 
mism led him from grocer's boy to 
hotel bookkeeper, reporter, financier, and, 
finally, to banker of the nation and creator 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad. He is 
the sole survivor of a group of money kings 
who went down to financial ruin in 187%, 
yet is almost as wealthy as at the zenith 
of his prosperity. 

His career Sage! out of the opportunitics 
afforded by the development of the West. 
He was the son of Eleutheros Cooke, who 
went from Connecticut to practice law in 
the region indefinitely known as the North- 
west Territory. He was born in Sandusky. 

, Aug. 10, 1821. In his boyhood a Shawnee

Ogontz, was his comrade. When Jay Cooke 
won fcertune he named his splendid home 
near Philadelphia Ogontz.

IT IS “GRAPHIC AUTOMATISM” 


PENCIL WRITES WITHOUT VO.- 
LITION FROM HIM. 


Amelie Rives’ Former Husband Tells 
of Their Study of Psychology and 
How His Novel Comes to 
Be Written. 


JOHN ALKMSTRONG CHANLER. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Oct. 5.—Jéhn 
Armstrong Chanler, whose sanity is short- 
ly to be tested by the Virginia courts, is 
engaged in writing an historical romance 
by “graphic automalism” at the home of 
his friend, Dr. F. C. Beecher, near Char- 
lottesville. He explained this in the first 
interview he has given to a newspaper 
since before his incarceration and escape 
last year from Bloomingdale asylum, White 
Plains, N. Y. 

Chanler’s real self has nothing to do with 
the work; which is now well advanced -and 
deals with Italy in the fifteenth century. 
Ail he does, he declares, is to sit at a ta- 
ble, a pencil poised over a blank sheet of 
paper, and his mind entirely subjective. 

Su@denly some weird psychological power 
with.n him causes the pencil to begin the 
formation of letters rap.dly across tne sur- 
face of the paper befure him. Jt may work 
for an hour or only a few minutes, Dut 
at the conclusion it is found to have added 
a grairmatical, legible and logical sequence 
to the subject matter written pefore. 

This readily divides itself intO chapters 
and books, and is so nearly correct that 
very little revising or correction is re- 
quired. His friends all know of his work, 
and experts have examined into it with 
more than professiona! interest. They all 
declare it is natural and entirely sane. 

Chanler’s work is the outcome of his 
close study of per cheney 
When he and his wif who was Amelie 
Rivés, and is now the Princess Troubetg- 
koy, were living in Paris the winter pre- 
ce ing their divoree, both became greatly 
interested in psychology. Everything eise 
was dropped for the fiecination of the 
strange study. They talked of nothing else, 
their names appeared as patron and patron- 
ess of all lectures and meetings on the 
subject, and they speedily became known 
as rapt devotees. It has since continued 
to be the principal study of the man, 
Chanler, looking the picture of health, 
fresh from a long horseback ride over the 
mountain roads, received a newspaper man 
cordially. He firmly and promptly declined 
to speak of his case in detail, but when 
the subject of psychology was mentioned 
spoke freely. 

“My friends and counsel, J. M. Taylor, 
Joseph Jastrow and H. C. Ww ood, discussed 
my psychological experiments in the pa- 
“ang sworn to by them attesting my san- 
ty,’ he said. “These papers are now on 
file in the Louisiana Courthouse, Each of 
them declare that my experiments are not 
the result of the vagaries of an unsound 
mind, and while they are full, yet they are 
not as comprehensive as I would like them. 

“This arises from the fact that there are 
two schools of psychology, one of which I 
may call the school of pure peychology, 
which confines itself to the, philosophers, 
and the other which may be kgown as the 
school of physiological psychology, v hich 
confines itself to the physical action of the 
brain and other funsztions. I would like to 
go at length into this, but my physicians 
and friends say not, and I am jn their 
hands.”’ 

When asked about the report that his al- 
leged insanity was due to the shock occa- 
sioned by his wife securing a divorce, he 
laughingly said: “That is absurd. There 
was no shock. 1 approved, ,and knew of 
every step taken, and if you remember l 
was the ‘irst person to make the fact of 
our separation known,’ 

“Then vou were not oppressed or made 
melancholy by the separation?”

continue to be agreeable on a sae around 
the world. But when it came to sight- 
seeing I believe I missed not having some 
one of whom [ could grow tired and who 
could grow tired of me. I was anxious 
to see lots of things in Hawaii, in 
Honolulu, and at other places (where 
the ship stopped, but I couldn't be- 
cause I was alone and I did not feel that 
I could impose myself upon the persons I 
met on shipboard.

The Only Instance When Such a Case 
Happened in Georgia.

It ts remarkable 
from the fact that it is the first time in 
the history of the state that a dog has 
been soid at a sheriff's sale. 

‘Fannie’ was taken from the Tower by 
Deputy Sheriff Goldsmith and was secured f 
by a large cord fastened about her neck. 
She was exposed to the view of the crowd 
cvllected in front of the temple of justice 
and then the bidding began. In the petition 
for bail trover, cleat f Lavender Ray, 
representing the plainti valued the dog 
at $60, but the bidding fell far short of that 
value. 

Auctioneer Tolbert cried out the excel- 
lent traits of ‘‘Fannie,”’ and was rewarded 
by a bid of 10 cents. ‘Attorney Ray raised 
the bid to 2 cents.

AN OHIO WIDOW SURPRISED 


John Lunberg Had Prospered, Married 
and Left an Estate for Which There 
Is Now Two Claimants. 


ASHTABULA, O., Oct. 5.—John Lundborg 
came ‘to this country 16 years ago from 
Gothenburg, Sweden, to seek his fortune. 
For some years he worked as a laborer on 
the docks at Ashtabula harbor and thus ac- 
cumulated enough money to start him &} 
business; He opened a saloon in this city 
and prospered. In Swedish circles he be- 
came prominent socially and politically, and 
two years ago he married a highly es- 
teemed young woman of his own nation- 
ality, several years his junior. 

Early last summer Lundborg died very 
suddenly, leaving his young wife and baby 
an estate worth many thousands of dollars. 
The widow has enjoyed undisputed posses- 
sion of the property until today. 

Last Saturday night a woman arrived in 
the city and put up at a hotel. Today, ac- 
companied by an Interpreter of Scandina- 
vian languages, she appeared at a lawyer's 
office and secured counsel in a proceeding 
which she sought to bring against the 
Widow Lundborg to secure possession of 
the estate she occupied. The stranger had 
come direct from Gothenburg, Sweden, and 
tore creden ‘als from he Uni ed States con- 
sul and others estavlishing her as the law- 
ful widow of the deceased Lundborg. 

The stranger's story its that in 187@ she 
married Lundborg, by whom she has five 
sons at home. ér husband was on the 
police force in Gothenburg. After he came 
to America he wrote often and sent money 
home, but the letters gradually came less 
frequently, and finally stopped, and she had 
not heard from: him for several years. She 
had supposed him dead untilka few weeks 
ago, when she read in a Swedish paper 
printed in this country of his death and 
family connections. The Ashtabula widow 
will contest the claim. No one here had 
ever heard of Lundborg’s family in Sweden.

Invention That Promises 200 


Miles an Hour. 
AN IMPROVED STEAM ENGINE 


DESIGN TO QUADRUPLE ITS PRES- 
ENT POWER. 


The New Locomotive Will Use Driving 
Wheels of Great Diameter and 
Carry Its Weight Near 
the Rails. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 5.—The rapid 
transit question, by rail on land and on the 
ocean and lakes by ships, has been solved 
for decades, and perhaps for centuries to

N o other club in the e can show 
me rd to compare with this. The Pirates 
Senond ranges from first to fifth in th evari- 
ous d rtments of the game, as shown by 


game in general, as well as to the season's 
work in particular. 

Glancing down the columns denoting the 
work of the teamsin the several branches 
of the game, it is impossible to overlook the 


fact that the figures illustrating the posi- 
. tien of the various clubs in the matter of 


pitching coincide exactly with the order in 
which the clubs stand at the end of the 
season. 

In the table on the number of: hits 
per game against the different clubs, it will 
be observed that the Boston team figures 
better than St. Louls—the only instance in 
which the pitching record fails to follow 
that of the percentage of games won. The 
discrepancy may be due to the fact that 
the records of not all of Boston’s pitchers 
were obtainable, and those upon whose 
figures the results were based, were the 


st. 

The conclusion appears to the that the 
principal factor in the winning of baseball 
games is not the batting and fielding, but 
the pitching. 

his is no discovery—everybody has 
known that pitching was the important 
department of all ball games. 


What the Records 


Show. 

But the records go farther than that. 
They practically show that without a su- 
perior pitching .staff, batting and fielding 
will not avail, and that a team that is 


wanting in batting and flelding ability may 
yet win success with a first-rate twirling 
department. 

A few examples from the table will illus- 
trate the point. The Pittsburgs, winners of 
the pennant, stand fifth in batting, are 
tied with Brooklyn for third place in field- 
ing and are third on the bases. Brooklyn 
leads in batting, ‘equals the Pittsburgs in 
fielding, 1s second on the bases and is 
third in pitching, yet finishes no better 
than third. The advantage in other points 
of the game than the box is all in favor 
of the former champions, but their pitch- 
ing holds them back. That, at least, seems 
the conclusion. 

Another example is that of the Chicago 
Club, which, though it led the league in 
baserunning, was fourth in batting—ahead 
of the leaders in both departments—and 
was tied with St. Louis in fielding, could 
finish no better than seventh, presumably 
because of its germs, | record. The Bos- 
ton team, though last in both batting and 
base-running, with the ald of its pitching 
and fielding recuords, finished fifth. 

It is impossible to avoid the conclusion 
that on the effectiveness of a team’s pitch- 
ing staff, more than on all the other fac- 
tors combined, depends its success. 

The illustration may safely be applied to 
the St. Louis team for an explanation of its 
failure to finish better than fourth place. 
On its record through the season it was en- 
titled to no better. 

The average hits made against the pitch- 
ers of the St. Louis team per game was 9.7 
—far below that of the three teams preced- 
ing it.

With a vege yd Be pitching staff.it is not 
unreasonable to suppose that the Cardinals 
would have won the championship. 

There is naturally a point in the game 
when fielding becomes so execrable and 
batting so weak that all a pitcher’s effect- 
iveness cannot suffice to overcome the 
consequence of errors and weak batting. 
Pitchers must sect woh J receive certain 
support. But excellent pitching will cover 
a multitude of weaknesses. 


Base Hit Record 
Is a True Index. 

The records further indicate that the 
base-hit percentage is the true index ot 
a pitcher’s ability. The table shows that 
the standing of the teams, according to the 
average percentages of games won by club 
pitchers and according to the average num- 
ber of base hits scored off club staffs, is 
the same. 


This has not generally been believed to be 
the case. The record of Harper might be 
cited against it, as on one record he finishes 
fourth while on the other he is below that 
figure. The proposition is, or appears to be, 
true in general, however. It is the average 
and not the individual upon which calcula- 
tions should be based. 

As a matter of record, Harper was ad- 
mittedly lucky at times. Frequently hits 
in two figures were made off his delivery 
and yet by good backing and good fortune 
he pulled many games out.of the fire. 

If the proposition in general be admit- 
ted, it is another indication of the promi- 
nence that should be given the pitching 
departments of baseball teams. 

Another illusion will be dispelled when 
the records of the pitching staff of the 
St. Louis team are examined. Sudhoff, to 
the majority of baseball fans, was sup- 
posed to be a pitcher who almost always 
went through his games, allowing his op- 
> eng a comparatively low number of 

its, but for whom misfortune lost many 
games. As a matter of fact, Sudhoff’s 
record of games avon is slightly better 
that his basehit average. Sudhoff was 
hit during the season for an average of 
10.3 per game. Harper bore the contrary 
reputation—that of being hit hard fre- 
quently, but of winning his games. 

Harper, in fact, led the team staff with 
8.7, while Powell, also hit hard, was second 
with an average of 9.

MILWAUKER, Wis., Oct. 5.—There will be no

bali League this season. H. D. Qu.n, president of 
the Milwaukee team, announced this morning that, 
owing to the excessive rates asked by railways to 
St. Lonis, he could not see his away clear to back 
— pee. and, for that reason, withdrew from 

eague. 

The blow will be severe to the o n- 
ization that is promoted by Charles Com- 
iskey of the Chicago |American League 
baseball team, Gus Diel of St. Louis, and, 
it is reported, Chris Von der Ahe. 

The organization was formed last month 
in Chicago and plans, schedules and all 
arrangements were made to open the sea- 
son in St. Louis and Milwaukee Oct. 12. 

Teams had been formed, captains 4p- 
pointed and everything seemed to be fa- 
vorable. It was thought that the fact 
that the teams were to play only twice 
a& week, Saturdays and Sundays, would 


militate against the organization, but it/ 


was believed the game could made 


be 
profitable notwithstanding. 

The first indication that all was not well 
came when the iocal association players 
declined. to affillate with the new organ- 
ization and started out In open rivalry. 

Capt. Jarrett continued to form his team, 
however, and at the present time the eleven 
is practically complete. 

Detroit then disagreed with the mag- 
nates and its withdrawal gave the newly 
fledged organization another shock. To fill 
up the gap left by the desertion of De- 
troit, two teams were formed in St. Louis, 
one called ‘the Mound City and the other 
the St. Louis eleven. 

It was bellfeved that the arrangement 
would prove satisfactory, as St. Louls was 
rated as the best association football city 
in the league. 

The withdrawal of. Milwaukee leaves the 
league apparently in a hopeless condition 

Messrs. Diel and Cappel yesterday offi- 
cially threw up the sponge and acknow- 
ledged defeat of their plans. Mr. Cahill, 
speaking for them, announced that the 
“quitting of Mr. Quinn of Milwaukee had 
effectually overthrown all their pet schemes 
and that the National Association Football 
League was a matter of history.” 

The local league of four teams will have 
the fleld all to itself for the remainder of 
the season.

EARL MARSHAL ISSUES RULES 
GOVERNING THEM. 


REEKING OF MEDIEVALITY 


Prescribes the Robes, Mantles and 
Coronets to Be Worn by the Peers 
and Peeresses. 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—There is a fiutter in 
high society today, owing to the fact that 
the marshal has issued the rules and regu- 
lation governing what is to be worn at the 


coronation of hing Kdward next year. The 
whole document breathes of the middie 
ages, when distinctions in dress were col- 

sidered so essential, and the quaintness of 
the phraseology in which the attendance of 
the nobiiity or the United Aingdom is re- 
quired ‘“‘at the solemnity of the royal corm 
onation of their most sacred majesties, ° 

and describing the regulation in régard to 
dresses and head dresses, is distinctiy me- 
dieval. 

There is a curious graduation in the fur 
trimmings of the robes which emphasizes 
the fine distinctions existing in the ranhbés 
of the aristocracy. Ali the peers have been 
notified that their robes must be of “‘crim- 
son velvet edged with miniver, the cape 
furred with miniver, pure and powdered 
with bars or rows of Bt Ming according to 
their degree." Here foliow the numeflca: 
graduations distinguishing between the 
ranks. Barons are ailowed two rows of er- 
mine, viscounts two and a half rows, earla« 
three rows, marquises three and a haif 
rows and dukes four rows. Al) the nties 
and robes must be worn over full court 
dress, uniform or regimentais.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5—The Schley 
court of inquiry today took up the “Dear 
Bchiey”’ letter. 

Admiral Schley tn an annotation which 
he made when he sent a letter to the Sen- 
ate said he believed Sampson meant Cien- 
fuegos when he sald Sartiago. This anno- 
tation appears in the letter as filed with 
Schley’s letter to the Senate The change 
is made without annotation in a quota- 
tion from the ‘“‘Dear Schley” letter that 
Schley made in his letter to the Senate. 
Schley made this change. 

The letter is admittedly Hable to either 
interpretation. Counsel for the navy de- 
partment presented the original of the let- 
ter, which showed the word ‘Santiago’ 
had been written:over an erasure of the 
word “‘Cienfuegos.”’ 

Admiral! Sampson's letter press copy book 
showed it had been corrected “Santiago 
and Mr. Rayner, for Admiral Schiey, pro- 


duced the letter he had received, which aiso} 


showed ‘‘Sanuuago.’ 

Judge Auvyocacte saith then asked that 
Admiral Schiey be told to prouyce aid 
turn over to the department aij papers in 
his possession. 

Counsei tor Schley said this had been 
done, but that the letter he had shown that 
morning couid not at first be found anu 
Was oniy discovered in looking for other 
data. 

‘Lhis ended the wrangle which resulted in 
Admira! Sampson's being brought into the 
Case. 

Commander Hodgson was then allowed to 
make a few minor corrections in his tegli- 
mony of yesterday. His examination was 
not continued in the way of quesuo0ning. 

Judge-Advocate Lemiey wa:ved a mass of 
letters and newspaper chppings in his 
hand, and announces that it comprised the 
correspundence beiween Admiraj Schiey, 
Lieutenant-\‘ommander Hodgson and the 
navy department over what is known as 
the “—— the Texas colloquy. He started 
to read ali the letters. Mr. Rayner inter- 
rupted him and suggested that in order to 
save time Lemly Ought to consent to their 
being printed in the record of the proceed- 
ings without being read. 

“] would rather read them,” declared 
Capt. Lemly. In a dreary monotone Capt. 
Lemly began reading letters Commander 
Hodgson had identified as having been 
written or received by him. All the letters 
related to the co.loquy on board the Brook- 
lyn abeut the Texas. These letters have 
been published repeatedly in the past. In 
addition to the letters the judge-advocate 
read some long editorial] articles from a New 
York newspaper, bearing on the subject. 
The reading did not impress the court, and 
Admiral Dewey and the other members 
were palpably bored.

THE “DEAR SCHLEY” LETTER 


The famous. ‘‘Dear Schley’’ letter, over 
the meaning of which there is a controversy 
which may result in placing Admiral Samp 
son on the witness stand, is as follows: 

United States Flagship New York, Key 
West, May 20, 1898.—Dear Schley: The 
Iowa leaves this morhing at 11 o'clock, 
bound for Clenfuegos. The Marblehead and 
the Bagle will both be ready to depart to- 
night to join you. Inclosed is a telegram re 
ceived at Key West May 19, marked ‘A.’ 
After duly considering the telegram I have 
decided to make no change in the present 
plan—that is, that you should hold your 
squadron off Clenfuegos. 

If the Spanish ships have been in Santiagu 
they must . me either to Havana or Cien- 
fuegos .v deliver munitions of war which 
they aer said to bring for use in Ouba. I 
therefore am of the opinion that our best 
chance of success in capturing their ships 
will be to. hold the two points, Cienfuegos 
and Havana, with all the force we can mus- 
ter. If later it should develop that these 
vyeesels are at Santiago we could then as- 
semble off that port the ships best suited 
for the purpose and completely blockade it. 
Until we then receive more positive infor- 
mation we shall continue to bold Havana 
and Santiago. 

The statement made by the United States 
minister to Venezuela, contained in a cable 
gram of May 19, is probably not true, be 
cause these ships are reported to have left 
Curacoa at 6 p. m on the 16th. If they 
were seen on the 17th apparently headed for 
the French West Indies they could not pos- 
sibiy be at Santiago de Cuba as early on 
the 18th as reported. From the frst cable- 
gram marked *‘A’’ it will be seen that the

W. H. THOMPSON TREASURER OF

Director Taylor Says Fencing Up of 
the Site Will Be Under Way in 
Ten Days—Invitation to 
Lipton. 


At a meeting yesterday Treasurer Wil- 
liam H. Thompson of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition Co., was chosen as treas- 
urer of the World’s Fair Fraternal Build- 
ing Association, which will erect a building 
at the Fair to be used as headquarters for 
fraternal and beneficial organizations 
When the executive committee of the ag- 


sociation tendered this post to Mr. Thomp- 
son he accepted it. He is a fraternal Bo- 
ciety man, being arang treasurer of ‘the 
Missouri Odd Fellow 

Ten men, nanimens in business, will be 
chosen as a finance committee for the en- 
terprise, preliminary to the raising of a 
fund of $200,000 for the Fraternal building, 
which is to be an adaptation of the Greek 
Parthenon, 800 by 200 feet. The grounds 
will be 690 by 600 feet. 

Chairman Carter of the National World's 
Fair commission télegraphed Secretary Jo- 
seph Flory yesterday from Seattle, ash., 
that he has interviewed Marquis Ito, the 
famous Japanese statesman who landed at 
that port yesterday, and invited him to 
visit St. Louis. President Francis wired 
back that he had invited Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton to meet-Marquis Ito here Oct. 14, when 
the South and Central Ameéritan delegates 
to the Pan-American Congress will be here. 
President Francis already, through Kogoro 
Takahira, the Japanese mipister, had in- 
vited Marquis Ito to St. Louis.

The experiments made have shown that 
gasoline automobiles can far outdo the 
camel as a means of transportation in dry 
countries.

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LEAF ROLLING BEETLES 
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A Study of a Queer Insect 
by an Eminent Euro- 
| pean Entomologist. , 


N the tountry, upon the poplar trees or 
| on the vines, there are found frequent!y 
leaves rolled) upon themselves and 
hanging downward, .appearing somewhat 
like cigars. The artificer’ of these curious 
objects is a little beetle, a Rynchites. It is 
one of the most beautiful. beetles. Scarcely 
a centimeter long, its carapace in its bril- 
liancy resembles tinsel and is so hard that 
it appears like a jewel—a jewel thot nature 
has provided in abundance—too abundantly, 
in fact, to suit the agriculturist. This 
beetle has been well described by J. H. 
Fabre in his Souvenirs Entomologique.

T's Rynchites of the poplar indicates 


the tree upon which the insects 

live. Here they are found on the 
lower limbs, where they build, no doubt, 
because there is less danger from the wind 
than there would be higher ‘“p. This, 
however, makes them easy to observe, 
though they miay aJso. be taken into the 
house, where, when. placed cn _ poplar 
branches kept fresh:in water, they con- 
tinue their work and can be studied at 
leisure. 
As the poplar leaf.is leathery: and quite 
rigid at the stem, it’is first necessary for 
the insect to overcome this difficulty and 
in doing .this it dispiays a very: consider- 
able .knowledge of plant structure. The 
mother makes her choics of:a-place upon 
a leaf stem and then commences §stick- 
ing her proboscis !nto it m turns with an 
insistence that denotes the highest inter- 
est in the blows of her bodkin. In a 
short time mortification takes place in the 
little wounds made and that part of the 
work is finished. The canals conveying the 
plant juices are broken and do not allow 
the smallest quantity to reach the leaf, 
which of its own weight bends towards the 
vertical at the point wounded. It then 
withers a little and in a short time be- 
comes as fiexible as required. The mo- 
ment for the work has arrived. The Ryn- 
chites requires for its purpose a leaf that 
is supple, half allve—paralyzed, as it were 
—that will allow of easy fashioning into a 
roll. The insect knows admirably well the 
little cord, the petiole, where are assem- 
bled in a small package the vessels which 
dispense the energies to the leaves, and 
it is there, above all there, never elsc- 
where, that it insinuates its piercer, and 
with a blow obtains the ruin of the aque- 
duct. This, it will be noticed, is not with- 
out analogy with the pinching off of buds 
for arresting growth. 
The leaf of the poplar, as is known, is 
four sided that is to say, it has the form 
of a lance, in which the sides spread into 
pointed wings. It is always at one of the 
angles, that to the right or to the left in- 
differently, that the rolling is begun. The 
insect places itself always on the smooth 
surface of the leaf, aa it is. the least re- 
bellious to flexion. Behold it at its work. 
Its position is on the line of enrollment, 
three claws are on the part already started 
to roll and the three opposed feet are on the 
free part. Here stationed, solidly fixed, it 
grasps support with its feet on one side 
while it pulls with those of the other, the 
two halves of the machine alternately act- 
ing a& @ motor. In this manner the cylin- 
der is gradually formed, progressing first 
upon one side and then upon the other. In 
this performance an obstinate tension has 
to be maintained for many hours upon the 
feet which are tremblingly extended and 
the insect is constantly menaced with hav- 
ing to do the work all over again should 
one Of them loose its hold at the wrong 
time. This shows with what prudence the 
operator must work so as not to disen- 
guge One claw until all the other five are 
firmly anchored. An exact idea of all the 
diffculties to be overcome may be formed 
by considering that there are three points 
of support and three points of traction 
and that the six, one by one, little by little, 
have to be displaced without for an instant 
allowing the systematic action to fail. A 
moment of forgetfulness from weariness 
and the piece unrolis and escapes the man- 
ipulator. The winding structures are main- 
tal in their positions by the force of the 
insect, exclusively; no cement or thread 
prevents them from rolling. Its motions 
are slow, but that is to give the rolled 
parts time to set. 
These cylinders, which are of a definite 
length, are not made by a single turn; the 


insect is not strong enough to do that. It 
rolling it a little more each time, In doing 
this it is 


to move along its cigar, 
the insect’s habit to work back- 
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vent its unfolding while it goes to the point 
of departure to commence to make another, 
and then without letting go moves back- 
wards towards the other end-as before, 
with patient slowness, thus giving to the 
fresh fold an increased fixedness. The fol- 
lowing fold its prepared at the end in the 
same way and a new movement backward 
is -started. 

Eventually at the end of about a day the 
roll is finished, but it must be understood 
that the insect is unable to leave it thus 
under the penalty of having it unroll. The 
ruse which it ‘employs to prevent this is 
very ingenious. It applies its beak against 
the edge of the leaf and compresses it in 
every direction, smoothes it, acting as 
though it was froning it with an _ iron. 
Finally the last of the edge is intimately 
glued to the rest of the roll from which it 
can only be detached with difficulty. The 
cement producing this adhesion, however, 
is not secreted by the insect, it belongs to 
the leaf itself, to the glands situated at its 
edge which the Rhynchites causes to flow 
by pressing them with its beak. The animal 
has, though, no sooner finished its roll and 
sealed it up with wax than it passes to 
another leaf to recommence its work. 


The Rhynchites does not make the roll 
for itself, but for its progeny. It is the por- 
tion of its children. While she works—she, 
because the female alone operates—the in- 
dustrious little beast lays one, two, three, 
sometimes four, eggs, which she deposits 
at a little hazard in the folds of the roll. 
The larvae, when born, thus find lodging 
and nourishment at their command. 

As regards the male, he is a lazy fellow, 
who passes nearly all his days in watching 
the female work; at tifnes, nevertheless, he 
approaches her and accosts her at the turns 
of the spires and receives from her hands, 
many hands, a blow. Presently he moves 
away, after having engaged her attention 
and favor by making pretense of a desire 
to aid her. 

The Rynchites of the vine, which in cer- 
tain localities is very destructive to vine- 
yards, proceeds in making its rolls after 
the same fashion as those of the poplar, 
its near relation from ali points of view. 
Rut the width of the leaf, with its decp 
sinuosities, does not permit of regular work 
from one end to the other of the roll, and, 
therefore, the folds are comparatively 
rough and varying in character, showing 
faulty enrollment. Sometimes the green 
face and sometimes the downy face is out- 
side; apparently, it is a mere matter of 
accident which is out. Then again the 
sealing of the final fold is not done with 
cement, but with a little nap from the 
downy material of the leaf. 

All of the Rynchites are not cigarmakers. 
Thus the one of the biackthorn deposits 
its eggs in the fruit of the tree, and in- 
versely, all of the cigarmakers are not 
Rynchites. Among the coleoptera iw) oth- 
ers can be cited—the Apoderus of. the ha- 
gelInut tree and the Attlabus curculionids. 
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is closed by folding in the edges of the leaf. 
This graceful little tunnel thus hangs, ver- 
tically swinging in the wind. The mid rib 
forms a ring at the top and bétween the 
two super-imposed half leaves. Toward the 
center: of the spiral the eggs are lodged in 
a reddish brown resin. In this particular 
the species is unique.

N my recent’ experiment with a self- 
| illumined. kite, devised for making in- 
termittent light flashes at night, the chief

to exert a strain, too law.down on..the kite, 
thus at the .fifst ascension lessening the 
Steepness with which the kite-~cord was 
carried up into the air, but by changing 
the flying point on the Bridle toa higher 
position I soon overcame this difficulty. 

Jt is always‘a great advantage in night 
signaling and other experiments to fasten 
apparatus direct to. the kite, fer thus a 
greater height can be attained... I have at- 
tached very few things direct to kites* in 
aerial experimental work, because anything 
that affects the balance or center of grav- 
ity of the kite will instantly prevent an as- 
cepsion unless a counterweight is ddded to 
restore the center of gravity. -Even a few 
ounces In weight may prevent an ascension 
in light winds. In my self-luminous kite 
the bridle only is. affected, and this was 
remedied easily. I. have not used tncan- 
descent lights, because lighting with electric 
wire requires insulation and a return cir- 
cult, beside causing expense and difficulty 
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in the transportation-of heavy machinery, 
For army signaling, exploration or night 
carnivals, I have produced ‘an apparatus 
which weighs.only eight or ten pounds and 
which can be carried in a pack by one man. 
A light tripod, weighing about half a pound, 
can be used to place the kite and lanterns 
‘n an upright position when starting the 
kite up Into the air. Its evident that ex- 
peditions tn a country having high hills can 
communicate readily with each other in this 
way and at small cost. ,

A plating vat, be it 
known, is a trough in which a liquid is con- 
tained, and in it are suspended the articles 
to be electroplated; these are connected to 
the zinc or negative pole of a battery. Op- 
posite the articles is suspended a piece of 
silver or gold, and whichever metal is se- 
lected is connected to the other terminal or 
carbon element of the battery. Now, when 
the current of electricity passes through 
the liquid it carries little particles of the 
gold or silver over to the articles and de- 
posits them by electro-chemica! action. 


Nernst and Von Lieben, by this plating 
vat method, have succeeded in reproducing 
the human voice as is done by an ordinary 
phonograph. The picture shows the ap- 
paratus “‘talking.”” No. 1 is a glass vat 
containing the plating Mquid. No. 2 fs a 
copper disc made to revolve on a_ pivot 
bearing one pole of the battery. The other 
pole, No. 3, is connected with the disc and 
with a telephone receiver, No. 4. 

Instead of a plece of metal in the liquid, 
as for plating, a little block of wood, of 
beech or cane, is used. This piece of wood 
is soaked or saturated with the liquid so- 
jution, called the electrolyte, in the vat. 
and is pressed gently against the edge of 
the copper disc, which is about one-eighth 
of an inch wide and 12 inches in diameter. 
Tt may be turned by hand or by a small 
electric motor.

HE filters have solved the clear watcr 
$b problem tn East St.-Louis. We have 
had nothing but clear water since 
they were put in operation last March. 
The entire water supplied in the city would 
be absolutely clear now, but for the sedi- 
ment that remains in some of the pipes. 
This sediment came from the water which 
passed through before the filters were put 
in. It has been washing out ever since, and 
within a short time will be out entirely. 
We shall then have perfectly clear water, 
without a shade of color in it. 

Two years ago H. F. Juengst, an en- 
gineer. was sent to Europe to see what 
they had over there that would be helpful 
to us in solving the clear water problem in 
Bast St. Louis. Mr. Juengst found the 
Buropeans far ahead of us in this work, 
and brought home with him several ideas 
which are now carried out in our plant. 
Among these Is the traveling current In the 
reservoirs, the water entering at one gor- 
ner from the suction pipes, and then travel- 
ing from one reservoir to another, leaving 
some part of its sediment in each and 
finally. becoming much improved before it 
enters the filters. We use a filter which 
contains fine granite sand, the particles of

rapidly, and require a flushing out every 
few hours. 

We have three suction supply pipes 4 
the river. Ono of these is thirty Inches 
in diameter, another twenty, and the third 
sixteen. We have a tunnel out to a depth 
otf water sufficient for our supply, We, 
have had but one Injury to the pipes, Thig 
was due to floating ice. 


We consider that our filters have proven ’ 


themcelves a lasting solufion of. the clear 
water problem. We have had every sort 
of weather since they were put in. The river 
water has been at its worst, but the filters 
have discharged into the clear water basin 
water of the same transparency to be found 
there now, when the river water is as clear 
as it ordinarily gets. Filters are expen- 
sive, more than coubling the cost of water, 
but they purify the supply. The filters at 
East St. Louls have been put in without 
any advance in the cost of the service. —

This room is finished in African Coro- 
mandel, ornamental cartouches in bas ro- 
licf displaying at one end the armorial 
bearings of the King, and at the other the 
blended coats of arms of the duke and 
duchess, while the arms of the dominion, 


and the family badge of the duke embellish 
the remaining walls of the room. The drap- 
erles are of green velvet, and the decora- 
tions of the panels are in shades of gold 
and green to match. The upholstering is, 
however, of a warm, brown tone. The din- 
ing table is large enough to accommodate 
eight persons. A candelabrum of electric 
fixtures will cast a subdued light upon the 
table. The forward part of the car is de- 
voted to pantry, kitchen, storeroom and 
other necessary offices. 

The perfection of the arrangements is as 
conspicuous in the kitchen and pantry of 
the royal car as in any part of the train. lt 
is in reality a model kitchen that we have 
here. Smaller in size, indeed, than those 
found in palaces, but not a whit less com- 
plete. The china is so exquisite that a 
connoisseur will go into raptures over it. 
It is perfectly plain, not having even the 
ducal crest. The silver service was fash- 
fjoned by Elkington, and is of the same 
make, though it differs slightly in design, 
from that supplied the Ophir. The design 


is Queen Anne. 

The night coach York fs 78 feet 2 inches 
in length and weighs 57% tons, its other 
dimensions being the same as those of the 
Cornwall. A corridor extends throughout 
the length of the car. The central portion 
of the York fs occupied by two bedrooms, 
with servants’ sleeping rooms adjacent. 
Thes royal bedrooms are finished in pearl 
being panelled in silk to

ne dt the draperies. Each contains its own 


wardrobe, dressing table and large mirror. 
The brass bedsteads are heavily gilt. In 
addition to the ceiling lights, each room 
has a special fixture for the dressing table, 
which sheds a mellow light upon the per- 
son sitting before it. Thé draperies of the 
duke’s room are of crimson silk armure, 
ond those of the duchess’ of pale blue 
moire. The furniture is of satinwood, 

Each of the royal bedrooms has its own 
bathroom attached. These are quite unique, 
being draped in a soft, tasseled waterproof 
cloth of pearl gray hue. The baths are 
full sized, upholstered round the borders 
with this same waterproof cloth and have 
heavy curtaina of a similar material. The 
remainder of the car is devoted to two 
staterooms finished !n mahogany; the one 
for the lady in waiting, the other for the 
gentleman in waiting, together with a gen- 
eral tollet and a baggage room. 

The Canada, which’ is the third coach 
from the rear of the train, is a compart- 
ment car, finished in prima vera or white 
mahogany, and upholstered in terra cotta 
and olive green plush. The Canada con- 
tains six staterooms fitted with every con- 
venience; In the center of the car is a 
commodious smoking room, with a large 
writing table, lounge and luxurious easy 
chairs. There fs also a bath at one end of 
the car, and at the other a large lavatory 


and shower bath. This is the latest novelty, 
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even in Royal trains. The shower bath Is 
installed in a small chamber, and it Is up- 
holstered in grey waterproof cloth, 

All the vestibules of the train have their 
diaphrams protected by velveteen curtains 
matching in shade the green tinted carpet. 

The Sandringham is the dining car for 
the staff, and consists of the main dining 
saloon, pantry and kitchen. It is 7 
feet 2 inches long, weighs 57 tons, and 
is of uniform width with the other cars. 
The dining room is finished In red ma- 
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hogany; the ceiuings are embossed in old 
gold, and the floor is carpeted with a 
soft, green Brussels. Ten large windows 
light the car by day, and at night 28 elec- 
tric ijghts, together with five double acme 
lights, achieve the same end. The draperies 
are green silk. Thirty persons can be seat- 
ed at the tables, which are arranged on 
either side of the aisle. The upholstering 
of the chairs is leather. In the hallway, 
leading to the pantry on the left and to 
the corridor on the right, stands a large 


mahogany sideboard with silk coverings. 
The pantry and kitchen are most complete 
in their appointments. 

The other cars which make up the train 
are of the standard patterns which have 
been adopted by the Canadian Pacific Rall- 
way. They are the sleepers Australia, In- 
dia and South Africa, such as go to make 
up the Imperial Limited running between 
Montreal and Vancouver. Certain changes 
have, however, been made in the South 
Africa, inasmuch as in addition to the

more generously than has Mother Nature 
herself, unaided by the machinations of 
fairyland, for she has given them of her 
store of health an apparently boundiess 
supply. 

A sturdier lot of buys and girls was never 
seen than those that romp in royal courts, 
waiting for the day to come when they 
shall ascend the thrones. Those that are 
not scheduled for a throne have some royal 
mission awaiting them. Perhaps Queen 
Consoit will some rosy-cheeked girl be 
called, while a sturdy boy will become the 
prince consort of a royal maiden. 

Meanwhile, as though the thought of a 
throne had not yet occurred to them—a few 
are too young to realize it—they are play- 
ing with toys, romping upon the green, 
studying their books and living the life of 
any happy, healthy chiid. 

Little Prince Edward of Cornwall and 
York is one of the prettiest of royal chil- 
dren. His destination is wel! known. Some 
day he will sit upon the throne of England 
and will wear a crown, precisely as his 
grandfather now wears one and as his fath- 
er will some day. 

Prince Edward has heard all about the 
crown and the coronation chair, and he has 
seen the robes of state, as kept under the 
lock and key of the lord chancellor. One 
of his principal schoolbooks is devoted to a 
Study of the etiquette of the court, and in 
this book there are pictures of the Kings 
and Queens of England for all time and 
chapters that describe the gowns they 
wore, now curiously out of date, and the 
manner in which they received their 
courtiers, ‘ 

Tt is essential that a boy King should be 
educated for the court from the time of his 
birth. If he were to be brought up in ig- 
norance of his kingship until he were a 
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big Ind he would find it difficult to grasp 
the knowledge all at once and might dis- 
play much awkwardness at his first ap- 
pearance at court. So the little fellow is 
drilled in usages and etiquette. Not such a 
difficult thing in these days, for now there 
is less formality than formerly, but some- 
thing that must be thoroughly learned.

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Mrs. Harriet Hubbard Ayer Describes the Use and Constituents of 
Depilatories and Gives Formulas With Some Recommendations. utut 


By HARRIET HUBBARD AYER, 


T IS the heartless custom for the spec- 
tater to laugh at women with beards, 
but probably no other feminine blemish 

has evoked so many bitter tears and 
caused so much suffering as this disfigure- 
ment. 


The abnormal! growth of hair which ap- 
péars so frequently on the lips 2nd chins 
of women of all classes has baffled every 
scientific attempt at permanent destruction 
except by electricity—a painful, slow, ex- 
pensive and more or less unsatisfactory 
process. 


Al! other methods are as old as time, for 
depilatories with the very same active in- 
gredients contained in the so-called new 
discoveries of today were in use for the 
same purpose thousands of years lack by 
the Persians, the Egyptians and later by 
the Greeks. 

The old-fashioned way of avoiding the use 
of caustic preparations was to -emove the 
blemish by the aid of a pair of tweezers, 
and many declare that in the course of 
time the tweezers will destroy the active 
growth through the constant irritation pro- 
duced by jerking the hairs from the skin. 


One gentleman has written to me that, 
desiring to have a smooth face perma- 
_nently, he has for years plucked his beard 
from his lips and face, and that while the 
rrowth has returned after a certain length 
of time, the intervals between have length- 
ened until now he only uses his tweegers 
@nce in three or four months, this being 
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all that is required to keep his face smooth. 

I have every reason to credit the success 
of the tweezers in this one particular case, 
but, generally speaking, the tweezers must 
be used every three or four weeks, 

I am convinced that neither tweezers nor 
depilatories have very much effect, as is 
often asserted, in stimulating the growth. 
The plaster depilatory, which is a very old 
method of removing superfluous hair, tears 
the hairs out from the root and creates 
an irritation which certainly does have én 
effect on the quality of the hair. 

But it is impossible to predict what that 
effect will be. | 

In some cases, where the growth is very 
heavy, after using the plaster depilatory, 
the hair, when it comes out again, will be 
in the form of down. In other cases the 
hair appears to be coarser, less frequent 
and more stubborn after using the plaster 
stick. It ‘s claimed that eventually the use 
of this depilatory will, through the constant 
energetic treatment, worry the hair folicle 
to death. 

When the tweezers are used to extract 
superfiuous hair only a limited surface of 
the skin should be treated at a time to 
avoid the irritation which frequently fol- 
lows. 


The chemical depilatories, which are 
those usually offered the buyer, almost 
without exception contain as their active 
ingredients the caustic earths (lime or 
baryta) and alkalies or their sulphurets. 

These depilatories, if used, should be 
made into a thin paste with water and 


applied in .a thin layer to the skin, allowed 
to remain a few minutes and then scraped 
off with a blunt instrument—an ivory péa- 
per-cutter, for example—when the hair has 
softened sufficiently to come away without 
pain. 

The electric treatment, if properly per- 
formed, is successful. And it is the only 
sure cure for superfluous hair. The patient, 
however, must have unbounded patience, as 
the electric needle, even in the hands of a 
very skillful operator, frequently fails to 
strike the center of the hair root, in which 
case the operation must be repeated over 
and over until successful. 


In giving formulas for depilatories I beg 
to say that the amateur rarely succeeds in 
making these compounds successfully. I 
think it is much wiser, and more economic- 
al, to purchase a first-class depilatory. 
Druggists and hairdressers usually have 
depilatories for sale. 

The plaster stick depilatory is a mixture 
of pitch and resin, highly adhesive. The 
stick is heated over a small spirit lamp, 
and while hot enough to run, but not hot 
enough to burn the skin, is applied to the 
hairy surface, where it is left until cold. 
To remove it the operator raises the edge 
of the plaster with the finger tips and pulls 
it off quickly. The hairs come with it, and 
the surface of the skin is left smooth and 
uninjured. In case of irritation a little 
olive oil or cold cream may be applied. But 
it is rarely necessary. 


I give formulas of some of the well- 
known depilatories, They are, I repeat, best 


made by a chemist, and I think it is cheap, 
er to buy one than to attempt to make it 
at home. 

One of the oldest depilatories manufac- 
tured, and which has a very large sale, is 
made as follows: Sulphydrate of soda, 100 
grains; chalk, 300 grains; make into a thin 
paste with water, apply to the hairy part, 
let it remain a few moments and: then 
scrape it off with a pumice stone. The ef- 
fect of the depilatory is to destroy the 
hair, which comes off when scraped. 


Another good depiiatory is made as fol- 
lows: Sulphide of soda, 100 grains; slaked 
lime, 80 grains; starch, 20 grains; lime wa- 
ter, 4 fluid drams. Apply as the preceding. 

Strontium sulphide has the advantage of 
being non-poisonous and is free from the 
fearfully unpleasant odor of sulphurated 
hydrogen evolved by the others. 

The strontium depilatory is made as fol- 
lows: Strontium sulphide, 2 drams; oxide 
of zinc, 3 drams; powdered starch, 3 drams. 
Mix well and keep in a dry state until 
wanted for use. Then take a_ sufficient 
quantity and make a .paste with a little 
warm water, applying it to the surface 
to be deprived of hair. Allow the paste to 
remain from one to five minutes, and re- 
move in every case as soon as any irrita- 
tion is felt. Wash the surface with a fittle 
warm water and apply cold cream. 

Too long contact of the depilatory with 
the skin should be avoided, and immediate- 
ly after the hair has been removed the de- 
nuded surface should be gently washed 
with warm water and a cold cream or @ 
bland oil applied to prevent irritation.

To Keep the Hair in Curl. 
B. P.—I repeat with pleasure the 
formusa for curling fluid: Gum arab- 
ic, dissolved to the consistency of a 
mucilage, 4% ounce; glycerine, % ounce; 
carbonate of potash, % ounce; rosewater, 1 
pint; violet extract, 8 ounces. 

Dissolvé the carbonate of potash in the 
rosewater. Add the glycerine and violet 
extract. Shake thoroughly and let stand 
for a week before using. Moisten the hair 
with this lotion slightly before putting in 
papers or using the tron. 


Concerning Eyebrow Dye. 

ANNIE D.—You can have your eyebrows 
and eyelashes dyed by a process which is 
quite harmless and results in no injury to 
the texture of the hair. By all means go to 
a hairdressing establishment and have the 
applications made by someone who under- 
Stands the process. Try this lotion for the 
pimples: Carbolic acid, 15 drops; borax, 
60 grains; slycerine, 4 drams; tannin, 30 
grains; alcohol, 1 ounce; rosewater, 2% 
ounces, 

Mix and dissolve, and apply night and 
morning. 

Lemon juice agrees with some skins and 
irritates others. It is impossible to predict 
its exact effects. 


Bequest to Repeat a Formula. 

READER.—I repeat the formula for you 
with pleasure. This lotion is entirely 
proper to use as advised: Bichloride of 
mercury, in a coarse powder, 12 grains; ex- 
tract of witch hazel, 2 ounces; rosewater, 
2 ounces. 

Agitate until the mercury fs dissolved. 
Mop over the freckles, night and morning. 
Bichloride of mercury is, as you know, a 
dangerous poison and, while proper to use 
as suggested, should be kept out of the 
way of ignorant persons and children.

From Black to Gray. 

E. C. F.—There is no harmless way of 
turning black hair to gray. A preparation 
which would have this effect would have to 
be strong enough to ruin the constitution of 
the hair. The small remnant of hair which 
remains its original color will gradually 
succumb. If I were in your place I should 
not attempt to force the protvess. 


Pigmentary Stain. 
A. R.—You can have the pigmentary stain 
on your face removed by electrolysis. 


Yellow Teeth. 

ROSE W.—The yellow color of the teeth 
seems to be constitutional. There are 
many shades of teeth. Yellow teeth are 
said to be very strong and to indicate vig- 
orous health. 

You can use diluted peroxide of hydro- 
gen, which is entirely harmless and is a 
good antiseptic mouth wash. It will bleach 
them somewhat. If the teeth are discolored 
you should go to a dentist and have them 
thoroughly cleaned, and’then take such care 
of them that they will not get yellow again. 


Wishes to Grow Taller. 

S. G.—At 17, I think, there are very good 
chances for increasing the growth. Phy- 
sical culture is the means. Join a gymna- 
sium and take the course the director ad- 
vises, which will consist undoubtedly of ex- 
ercise for the entire body, with special at- 
tention to the development of the arms and 
legs. It is said leg exercises, if persistent- 
ly practiced, are sure to increase. the 
growth, where the subject is in fair health 
and is under 20. Vocal culture with light 
gymnastics, breathing exercises and mas- 
sage form the best treatment for develop- 
ing the bust. 

I do not think reading for a short time 
in bed, if the light is good, proves injuri- 
ous. Reading in any position when one is 
fatigued is ill-advised. 


For Dandruff in the Hair. 
BOBBETT.—Shampoo your hair at least 
once a week with an egg shampoo, accord- 
ing to the following formula: Yolk of 1 
egg, 1 pint of hot rain water, 1 ounce of 
spirit of rosemary; beat the mixture up 
thoroughly and use it warm, rubbing it 


well into the skin of the head. Rinse thor- 
oughly in several waters. This wash is 
good for dandruff, where the ordinary 
shampoo fails. 

You should have scalp massage for the 
general condition of the sealp. 


To Acquire Tapering Fingers. 

R.—You are mistaken in \thinking I have 
said almost anyone could acquire tapering 
fingers. The fingers of a little child can be 
made much more pointed by manipulation, 
and those of an older person may be im- 
proved, but I do not think it possible for a 
man or a woman with stubby fingers to ac- 
quire tapering ones. 

There is an apparatus for modeling the 
finger-tips. It is for sale in the large shops 
devoted to surgical and cosmetic appliances. 
I do not think it could be obtained west of 
New York. 

An Astringent Advised. 

M,. R.-—I think you should continue to use 
the face brush, and you might, in addition, 
use this astringent lotion, which will help 
to contract the pores. The skin food to 
which you refer would do well as an emol- 
lient, but where the skin is naturally oily it 
is better to use an unguent only when abso- 
lutely required. The indications for a skin 
food are a dry, parched skin, not an oily 
cuticle. 

Astringent lotion—Rosewater, 6 ounces; 
elder-flower, 2 ounces; simple tincture of 
benzoin, % ounce; tannic acid, 10 grains. 
Mix and use as required. 


Hard Water Has Injured Her Skin. 

LILLY.—You will ruin your complexion if 
you continue to use hard water on your 
face when it has such an Irritating effect. 
Can't you get rain water? And if this is 
impossible, use bran water, for which l 
give you recipe, as follows: Take some 
oatmeal, such as is used for porridge, and 
boil it in water for half an hour and strain. 
Use the liquid to Wash your face and hands 
three or four times a day. This water must 
be prepared often, as it soon sours and 
sends out an unpleasant odor. 

Use cucumber eceream. It will be better 
for you than ordinary skin food. Cucum- 
ber cream—Put six ounces of sweet almond 
oil into the inside receptacle of a custard 
boiler. Put as much water into the outside 
boiler as though you were about to make 4 
custard. Set the two (one inside of the 
other) over the fire. Have ready one good- 
sized cucumber. Wipe carefully so that it 
is perfectly clean. Cut it into squares, two 
or three inches in s‘ze. Do not remove the 
peel. When the almond oil begins to warm 
put the cucumber in it. Set the custard 
boiler on the back of the stove and let the 
water merely simmer for four or five hours. 
Strain. To six ounces of the strained liquid 
add one ounce of white wax, one of sperma- 
ceti and two ounces of lanoline. Heat un- 
til the wax, spermaceti and lanoline have 
melted; then take off the fire and beat with 
an egg-beater until cold, adding during the 
beating process two teaspoonfuls of tinc-

generally as an Ornament for our back- 
yards, the cheerful-faced sunflower. It 
may never have occurred to you, but no 
doubt many -a time your heart has been 
lightened by a glance at these cheery 
beauties, for we are told that certain colors 
have a salutary effect upon the mind, and 
that yellow, the color of the sunflower, is 
one of them. But it is not for its esthetic 
value, nor as a resort for the honey bees, 
that the sunflbwer has attracted the at- 
tention of the department of agriculture, 
but for the very many virtues that the 
plant possesses. 

When 
found the sunflowers In a high state of de- 
velopment, the Indians making a kind of 
bread out of its seed, and using the oll 
from them as a tonic for the hair. The 
Spanish introduced the plant into Europe 
and there, especially in Russia, it is valued 
for its economic importance. The sun- 
flower derives its name from helios, mean- 
ing the sun, and anothos, a flower. 

There are 22 different species altogether, 
three particular varieties being the most 
valuable for cultivation. In tropical Ameri- 
ca the flower sometimes has a diameter of 
two feet and often reaches the height of 4 
feet. 

When the Spanish landed in Mexico and 
Pern they found representatives of it ec- 
orating the sacred temples, while the fond 
maidens of the sun gods wore upon their

cred as the lotus flower by the Egyptians. 

Some of the uses of the sunflower may 
be summed up as follows: 

The oil extracted from the seeds is said 
to be equal in value to olive oil and is 
largely used in cooking. After the oil is 
extracted what is left of the seeds makes 
a nutritious cake for cattle. 

The leaves and stalk make excellent fod- 
der, and the latter, among the poorer class- 
es in Russia, is used as fuel. 

Potash is obtained from the ashes, 1000 
pounds of ashes furnishing 30 pounds of 
potash. 

The leaves are used as cigar wrappers, 
and to a certain extent as a substitute for 
tobacco. 

The seeds are made into a kind of bread 
and eaten as an article of diet among the 
poor of Russia. 

A yellow dye is made from the flowers. 

In China, the fiber, which is of a high 
quality, is made into silk stuff. 

Chickens fatten on the seeds, which are 
said to have the effect of making them 
lay. As a nut the seed is both palatable 
and nutritious, and eaten by the Russians 
with the same zest that the peanut is in 
this country. 

Last and not least, sunflowers planted in 
maiarial districts are said to be a preven- 
tive of fever. 

An acre of ground planted in sunflowers. 
it is claimed, will yleld 2000 pounds of fuel 
and 50 bushels of seed, each bushel pro- 
ducing a gallon of oil. From the ashes of 
the 2000 pounds of fue! 680 pounds of potash 
can be had.

Dispatch What Has Been Done tor 
the Cause of Cleanliness in the 
Pan-American Fair City. 


UFFALO is one of the cities which 
has profited by the New York state 
law providing for free public baths 

in cities, villages and towns. The baths 
@re being well patronized and are con- 
sidered an unqualified success by the 
citizens. D. M. Hazlett, Secretary of the 
Social Service Union, has written interest- 
ingly about them.

EW YORK STATE alone has by law 
established free public baths in cit- 
ies, villages and towns. The law 

says: “All cities of the first and second 
class shall establish and maintain such 
number of public baths as the local board 
of health may determine to be necessary; 
each bath shall be kept open not less than 
14 hours’ for each day, and both hot and 
cold water shall be provided. The erection 
end maintenance of river or ocean baths 
shall not be deemed a compliance with the 
requirements of this section. Any city, vil- 
lage or town having less than 60,000 inhab- 
fitants may establish and maintain free pub- 
lic baths, and any city, village or town 
may loan its credit or may apropriate of 
its funds for the purpose of establishing 
guch free public baths.”’ 

In the winter of 1894-95, a subcommittee 
of the Buffalo Charity Organization Socie- 
ty, through personal investigation of the 
tenement house districts, became familiar 
with the fundamental principles which un- 
derlie the need of poor families that lack 
home conveniences, and of the working 
classes that require bathing facilities as 
@ common decency of life. This commit- 
tee took under consideration the question 
of establishing a free municipal bath house. 
Its members, aided by the department ‘of 
health and the common council, were en- 
abled by the act of the state legislature 
to carry out their matured plans. 

From several years’ study and personal 
investigation. In this city, I know of no 
place where there is a more crying teed 
of attention to this matter. Even the lit- 
tle that has been attempted is pigeon- 
holed in the House of Delegates. It seems 
that these, supposedly servants of the peo- 
ple, are not awake to the dictates of com- 
mon sense, true progress and the cause of 


decency, as well as public health and 
cleanliness. Every person who has vis- 
ited Continental Europe and Great Pritain 
has been impressed with the humiliating 
fact of the shameful need and pressing re- 
quirements of public conveniences in this 
country. 

We all should recognize the fact that ev- 
ery community has an interest in the health 
and strength of its individual membera, 
and that concerted action is .ecessary in 
order to obtain practical results. But it is 
only where there is progressive municipal- 
ism that money will be appropriated, plans 
made, site selected, contracts let and ordi- 
nances enacted providing for attendants 
and management. 

On Jan, 1, 1897, the first absolutely free 
municipal bath house In the world was es- 
tablished, completed in every detail and 
put into full and successful operation. All 
honor to the noble citizens of Buffalo and 
the State of New York. During the three 
years it has given 236,137 baths, of which 
172.912 were to males, 5824 to females and 
57,401 to children. It is not only free, but 
open every day in the year from 7 a. m. to 
9 p. m., except on Sundays and holidays, 
when those desiring to use them must ob- 
serve the hours from 7 to 10 a. m. There 
is absolutely no charge for its use, no re- 
strictive classification of users, soap and 
towels are gratuitous, with an unlimited 
supply of water, both hot and cold, the 
only restriction imposed being, necessari- 
ly, one of time—namely, that bathers can- 
not occupy an apartment longer than 20 
minutes. Additional facilities are offered 
to wash and.dry underclothing, so that the 
equipment of the establishment sends forth 
those who patronize it cleansed both in per- 
son and clothing. 

The arrangement of the 14 compartments 
is simple, economical, substantial and 
comfortable. The individual soaps himself, 
and is rinsed off clean by the fall of the 
spray douche, the water flowing off through 
a latticed floor to the drain. Thus 42 per- 
sons can be accommodated hourly. Be- 
sides, there is a large open space for chil- 
dren, provided with six showers, and In 
which as many as 20 boys have bathed at 
once. The water is delivered at a temper- 
ature of 100 degrees, under the control of 
the bather as regards volume and decrease 
of temperature. The bather stands erect 
in the bath and the shower strikes the 
body only from the head down. The build- 
ing is heated by steam and can be flushed 
with water. 

A second bath hous® was opened over a 
year ago and has been as well patronized 
as the first. In fact, the capacity of both 
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are taxed &lmost to the utmost. 

The succeeding simple rules in English, 
German, Polish and Italian are conspicu- 
ously posted: (1) Smoking prohibited; (2) 
swearing or obscene language not allowed; 
(S) no intoxicated person allowed in the 
building; (4) walls, furniture or property 
must not be defaced or injured; (5) solled 
clothing must be taken away by the bather; 
(6) towels must be returned to the keeper 
or matron; (7) unused soap must be depos- 


{ted In a receptacle provided for that pure 
pose. 

The cost per capita for bath and laundry 
has been a fraction over 2 cents, computing 
interest on the original 1.

T,. HAY of Burlington, Io., discovered 
A. Hay steel, of whi” the world's 

first steel bridge o” the Missouri 
river at Glasgow, Mo., ¢ all subsequent 
steel bridges, were bua. After working 
12 years upon his invention, he lived to see 
it accepted by the mechanical world and 
died without financial or other reward for 
his genius—even forgotten by the men who 
build bridges. 

This pathetic story of an American inven- 
tor came to the surface at a recent meet- 
ing of the Western Society of Engineers 
H. P. Bordman read before the society a 
paper on the reconstruction of the old 
Glasgow bridge. Among the engineers pres- 


ent was W. Sooy Smith of Chicago, who 


built the bridge in 1878-79 for the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad and is credited with hav- 
ing perfected in it the first steel bridge 
ever bullt in the world. 

Gen. Smith participated in the discussion 
which followed the paper, and it was in the 
course of his remarks that the story of 
Hay came out. Gen. Smith has prepared 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch the following 
Biory of Hay steel and the man who dis- 
overed it: 


By WM. SOOY SMITH. 


r 1872 the Society of Western Engineers 
met in Chicago. Most of us who had 
been grappling with the difficulties that 
attended iron bridge construction—that 
was my speciaity in the beginning of my 
professional work—were anxious to devise 
some means for solving the problem of 
fron in the construction of bridges. The 
continuation of those difficulties had led 
us to consider some way out of it. The 


Gefects of iron were so marked that iron 
bridges had a hard struggie to compete 
with the best wooden bridges, and the 
progress made by them was very slow, par- 
ticularly the tendency of the metal to 
crystallize under heavy strain, especially 
if attended by shock. The iron crystallized 
rapidiy, and bridges that had beer built 
of ample construction, as the character of 
the metal was supposed to be god, falled 
in a surprising way, bringing tron bridges 
into disrepute and turning the attention of 
engineers here and in Europe to the matter 
of either correcting these defects in the 
fron or substituting some other material 
sete from such defects. 


e% _ tbe the honor to offer a resolution in 


that convention calling for the appoirtmente 
of a committee of members of the society 
whose duty it should be to secure from the 
United States Government, if possible, an 
appropriation for the building of a first- 
class testing machine, and the appointment 
of a mixed board of engineers .rom the 
army, navy and, civil engineers, to take 
that testing machine and to maks a geries 
of tests which would be comprehensive and 
exhaustive, determining the :;uality of the 
various metals, not only of iron and steel, 
but all other materials used in the con- 
struction of bridges tn this country. The 
resolution passed unanimously and parlia- 
mentary usage made me the chairman of 
the committee 

There was assovlated with me Gen. Mo 
Clellan, Gen. Bernard, Albert Fink and 
James B. Eads. For three years we 
struggled with Congress, aided by the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, tu se- 
cure the appropriation. The board was 
appointed in pursuance of the bill, and an 
appropriation of $75,000 was made for the 
machine, 

Shortly after the appointment of the 
board I received a letter from A. T. Ilay, 
an old gentleman at Burlington, Io., al- 
together unknown to fame and forgotten 
now, though he made one of the most im- 
portant discoveries ever given to the 
world of mechanits. 

Mr. Hay wrote me that for twelve years 
he had been engaged in a quiet way making 
tests with steel and iron, and that he nad 
succeeded in making various new alloys of 
iron and steel which showed most remark- 
able qualities. I submitted his letter to the 
members of the board and asked their 
pleasure. They instructed me to invite 
Mr. Hay to meet them in conference. This 
I did, and he came to Chicago, bringing 
with him some specimens of his new steel. 
We examined these specimens together 
from 2 o'clock one afternoon unti) bright 
daylight the next morning, during which 
time I learned something and had my 
curiosity aroused to a white heat. cle told 
me that for twelve years he had used an 
electric furnace, as he called it, for fusing 
ores, and that by means of it he had com- 
bined with each of the 14 metalloids to 
form Compounds in various proportions, and 
had tested the results very carefully. 

Some of the specimens of the steel he had 
made showed an ultimate strength of 100,- 
000 pounds to the square inch. I was so 
much interested that I went to Burlington 
to see his apparatus, which consisted of 
two concentric cylinders of sheet fron, the 
inner one lined with firebrick, built 
as any furnace np be: The 
inner cylinder was not r two and one- 
half feet In diameter about four or 
five feet high. In the Apace between the 
inner and outer awe he had colled 
wires in positions he learned by ac- 
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tual use were correct. Just how he had 
used the current in aiding the fusion of the 
ores I could not discover at the time, nor at 
any time since, but in my presence he 
charged the furnace, put on the blast ind 
heated the contents to redness without any 
appearance of fusion. a 

“And now,” he said, “I will show you 
the effect of electricity.”” He connected up 
his current and immediately the contents 
commenced streaming down like wax. 
After he made these alloys, he hammered 
them into bars and had the bars tested in 
Chicago. He sent me a specimen, which I 
carefully tested, and for three months we 
were engaged in that kind of investigation 
into the qualities of the steel he produced. 
In the end I determined that one of Hay’'s 
alloys was just the metal we needed for 
bridge building. I so reported to Mr. 
Blackstone, the president of the Chicago 
& Alton road, who had asked me to take 
charge of the construction of the Clasow 
bridge as chief engineer. 

Before reaching the determination to 
build the Glasgow bridge of Hay steel, I 
asked Mr. Biackstone to witvess one of the 
tests of some steel bars Mr. Hay had sent 
me. We went to the American Bridge 
works and broke them, and the last one, 
just one inch square, stood a test of 9,000 
pounds. Mr. Blackstone said at once; 
“Build that bridge of that material.”’ 

When I concluded to bulld the bridge of 
steel and it became known, some of. the 
best iron bridge builders itn this country 
protested against it, and one of the very 
best of them, Mr. Pope, of the Detroit 
Bridge Co., sald to me, “My God, Smith, 
you are not going to bulld a steel bridge, 
are you?” I said, “Certainly, why not?" He 
said, “the very first frosty morning that 
comes it will go into the ‘drink.’” I said,

“very well, Pope; that only shows you 
are not up to date In steel.” Notwithstand- 
ing the protests, it was determined to build 
it In steel, and it was built in steel. It re- 
mained in use for over 20 years without 
one single show of weakness anywhere, 
and during that 20 years the loads passing 
over it were almost doubled. 

At the time of the Centennial Exposi- 
tion in Philadelphia, In 1876, Mr. Barlow, 
one of the most distinguished of the Eng- 
lish engineers, was in this country. He and 
Mr. Hawkshaw had been sent over by 
England to attend the Exposition. I had 
the good fortune to make thelr acquain- 
tance. I was then filled with the idea of 
bullding a steel bridge and so was Barlow, 
as I found in the course of my conversation 
with him. When we parted I said to him, 
“Mr. Barlow, you will have to look out; 
we will bulld a steel bridge in this country 
before you will in Wngland.”’ He eaid, “I 
guess not; we are far in advance of you, 
in metallurgy and we are a richer peopfe 
than you, and I will bulld a steel bridge be- 
fore you will.”” So we parted. A few days 
after the Glasgow bridge was opened for 
traffic I received a letter rrom Barlow 
closing with the question, “How comes on 
your stee] bridges?” I immediately went 
over to the telegraph office and wired him: 
“My steel bridge across the Missouri at 
Glasgow is coming on finely; the trains 
are now crossing it.” 

The quailty of the steel developed by Hay 
at that time was just a8 high as it is now. 
Hie never was treated as he deserved to be, 
although he superintended, at the Joliet 
works, the making of several hundred tons 
of steel ralls that proved remarkably good. 
The stee] makers stood aloof from Mr. Hay, 
astonished, although I believe they got all 
the information they could and applied it

structed by the American Bridge 
Chicago across the North Branch of the 
Chicago river, planned an! built after the 
Glasgow bridge had been designed 
commenced by that company and being a 
single small structure it was merely 
pleted before the Glasgow bridge was fin- 
ished and so has no claim tb being the 
first steel bridge built. 

I had determined to bulld the 
bridge of steel against the protests of many 
of the best civil engineers in our country, 
the designs were all complete and actual 
construction commenced before the small 
north branch steel bridge was planned. 

Mr. Hay was a resident of Burlington, 
Io., and as a telegraph operator in his 
younger days became somewhat familiar 
with electricity. Later on he built a small 
furnace in appearance strongly resembling 
the heaters used in railroad cars, consisting 
of two concentgic sheet iron cylinders, the 
inner one lined with fire brick. In the 
space between the two there were coils of 
wire winding around the inner cylinder. A 
hand bellows gave the required air cir- 
culation. 

When this little furnace was charged with 
pig iron, the alloys to be used, flues and 
coal it was lit and the blast of the bellows 
applied and kept up until the highest heat 
attainable was produced, this being below 
the melting point of the iron. A- current of 
electricity was then sent through the coils 
and almost immediately fusion began, the 
melted metal pouring down and out of the 
furnace, the product being the “sponge” 
which Mr. Hay used in the conversion of 
Bessemer steel into Hay steel. 

This was done by introducing the sponge 


pulverized into the charge in a Bessemer 
converter just before it was poured. The 


blast in the converter was first shut off and 
time allowed for the ebullition to cease. 
The sponge was then put in at the top 
of the converter, when another active ebul- 
lition took place, and when this subsided 
the charge was poured, 

The steel so produced had an ultimate 
tensile strength of from 80,000 pounds to 
90,000 pounds, an an elastic limit of 4,- 
000 to 52,000 pounds per square inch, Instead 
of 66,000 to 60,000 pounds ultimate strength 
and 28,000 to 82,000 pounds elastic limit of 
Bessemer steel, 

Eleven hundred tons of this steel was 
made for the Glasgow bridge by Mr. Hay’s 
process and under his supervision, uniform- 
ly of the high quality above stated, as 
shown by hundreds of tests carefully and 
accurately made of the parts of the bridge 
during its construction, 

Mr. Hay died several years ago at Bur- 
ington, leaving at least one son, who I pre- 
sume resides there. 

My own impression is that the merits 
of his process have never been recognized 
by steel makers, although they must be 
known and felt by them, and that he never 
received anything like the reward to which 
he was entitled, either in money or fame, 
but this unfortunately seers to be only in

tion. Her father was a Russian general. 

The books which she read were the works 
of celebrated Socialists, such as Marx and 
Lassalle, but she was likewise greatly 
taken by the writings of John Stuart Mill 
and Buckle. As soon as she “saw the 
light”’ she determined to spread it, and for 
this purpose gathered some friends around 
her and formed a sort of reading circle, the 
primary object of which was to learn 
what the West could teach, and to bring 
it home to her own people. 

She left her family, therefore, and mixed 
with the masses. In Russia this is politi- 
cally dangerous and socially disagreeable. 
But Perovskaya paid no heed to conse- 
quences. Very soon she founded a political 
society, or, rather, sha changed her read- 
ing circle into one. The aim and object 
were the “regeneration” of her country, 
and the means—the means were those 
which she employed with such terrible 
success. 

Henceforward Sophia dressed herself as 
one of the women of the lowest social 
layers of the Russian capital. She wore 
a frock of some very cheap material, and 
of a color that would not show spots; she 
discarded slippers in the house and kept 
on her top boots. When she went out she 


firmness of character was not answered 
for by some members of the circle; but, 
ence accepted as a member, there wag ne 
reticence. Plans and schemes might be 
suggested by any one, but could not be 
abopted without practical unanimity. Those 
rules were for Russia. 


A few days before the plot was to have 


been carried out against the Czar the 
principal male conspirator, Dshelaboff, was 
arrested and thrown into prison.

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CHICAGO'S GAMBLING FORTRESS GUARDED BY MEN AND DOGS 


Promoted by a Blind Man, 
Closed Onee by Com- 
bined Efforts of Race 
Track Owners and Law 
Officers, but Now to Be 
Reopened. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 

HICAGO’S “Monte Carlo,” which has 
been closed for several months, is 
to be reopened on a grander scale 

than ever. 

The new ‘““Monte Carlo” is a resort which 
a syndicate of Chicago gamblers have es- 
tablished at lavish expense and protected 
from the officers of the law with armed 
men, a strong system of fortifications and 
a score of bloodhounds, 

The institution cccupies an immense 
structure at Long Beach,. Ind., 23 miles 
from Chicago's City Hall. Special trains 
will convey patrons to the place in 230 min- 
utes, and the round trip fare is only 25 
cents. 

Border tales fi western gambling give 
no more than a hint of the sensational in- 
terest which the Long Beach Monte Carlo 
has excited. Protection has been carried 
to such an extreme that. patrons become 
prisoners in reality when they enter the 
building surrounded by the stockade, and 
are held as such until special trains take 
them te Chicago. 

There is only one entrance, and the vis- 
itor passes the scrutiny of six sentinels at 
the 4everal gates before entering the heavy 
doers of the building. Those suspected as 
syles or officials of state, county or town 
gre immediately refused admission by the 
gatenen, who are supposed to have special] 
knowledge of all desirable and undesirable 
patronage. 

When. the place is reopened a second 
Stockade and more dogs and armed guards 
will be employed. 

Every precaution has been taken to con- 
ceal the war-like preparations to resist an 
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invasion, but the whirr of the roulette 
wheels, the rattling of the bones in the 
crap games, the call of men at the 
“tickers’’ with race-track terminals and 
the exciting fascination of the faro table 
cannot always drown the barking of the 
dogs as they challenge each other while 
slipping from end to end of their stations 
by the trolley wires passed through the 
steel rings in their collars. 

Visitors to the Monte Carlo at Long 
Beach noticed the great divergence between 
the plans of the building and the actual 
surroundings of the place. 

The only drawings of the ground plan in 
existence have been secured for the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch from a discharged employe. 
The contractor and workmen who built 
the place have always declined to give any 
particulars, although asked to do so by In- 
diana state officials, who found that with- 
out such plans no entrance could be ef- 
fected. 

When the trains arrives at Long Beach 
patrons pass up the long board walk be- 
tween high woven-wire and sharp picket 
fences to the only public entrance of the 
building inside the stockade. Here the 
sentinels and gatekeepers must be encoun- 
tered. So close is their scrutiny that an 
Indiana minister In disguise was not long 
ago ejected from the premises to which 
he sought entrance to obtain evidence. 

An interesting feature at the second en- 
trance gate is the well concealed doors 
with springs attached which permit a man 


inside the building to close the doors and 


entrance gates, while at the same time he 
releases the ferocious dogs that have been 
trained to enter this arena. 

Few constables or sheriffs would care to 
face these animals, and if they took time 
to kill the man-eaters, opportunity would 
be afforded the gamblers to escape and to 
prepare the resort for the inspection of the 
officers. 7 

There is a tunnel extending from the 
building to a point outside the stockade, 
which is intended for use in case of a raid 
Arrangements also exist, it is said, to set 
the place on fire, if necessary, to destroy 
all evidence of gambling when the last oc- 
cupant has left the building 

Outside the building are sentry boxes 

aced’near the eaves of the roof where 
four men are constantly on watch while 
play is going on. Immense gasoline lamps 
at night make the grounds almost as light 
as they are at midday. 

The building is constructed of the best 
material throughout and cost $32,000, ex- 
clusive of the superb gambling equipment, 
The profits are so great, however, that 
the Condon-O’Leary syndicate, which op- 
erated a clubhouse at Hot Springs, Ark., 
last winter from which a net profit of $250,- 
000 was realized, will confine its attention 
this fall and winter to the local Monte 
Carlo. ' 

Great care is used in the management of 
the bloodhounds. To prevent their fighting 
and also to check any friendship between 


them which would weaken their value they 
are separated by strong and high wire 
fences. 

Heavy wires are strung across the space 
each dog is to guard at the height of the 
body and securely fastened at each end. 
This prevents the dogs from lying down. 
Through the steel rings on their collars 
these wires pass so that on this trolley 
the dog may move at will. To secure and 
muzzle the animals when changed in 
watches is, therefore, made a less danger- 
ous task. 

One of the novel forms of protection for 
the new Monte Carlo is said to have been 
suggested in the recent appearance of an 
advertisement for ten retired soldiers from 
Indiana with uniforms and camp _  equip- 
ment to act as a private guard. This, it 
is supposed, will form a “standing army” 
for the Monte Carlo, and is understood to 
ke intended for the double purpose of fur- 
nishing protection against raiders and con- 
veying the impression of a state guard. 

One thing that has been instrumental in 
causing the temporary suppression of the 
resort is the suspicion of the complicity in 
several recent train robberies of the pat- 
rons of the place. The hold-up of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio passenger train at Miller's 
Station, which is next to Long Beach, was 
the first to excite this suspicion. This was 
soon followed by a robbery only a few 
miles from ““Monte Carlo,”’ in which an ex- 
press car was looted. 

It was believed by officers at work on

these cases that both robberies were 
planned and executed by the tough charac- 
ters who frequented the Monte Carlo, and 
this belief was strengthened by the arrest 
and partial confession of a man known to 
have been a high player at the gambling 
room. 

Gov. Durbin and the prosecuting officer 
of Lake County ordered the place closed, 
but Condon and his associates assigned 
other reasons for the temporary suspen- 
sion. 

The first notice to outsiders of the exis- 
tence of the new Monte Carlo was given

En- 
ticing pictures were given of the various 
gambling devices in operation. and the fol- 
lowing invitation accompanied the book: 

“You are invited to the finest equipped 
and only Monte Carlo in America, delight- 
fully situated in Lake County, Ind., near 
the Standard Oil Co.'s works at Whiting. 
No ‘interference’ from county or state of- 
ficiais. Open the year round.” 

The front of the bodklet gave the loca- 
tion and time of special trains. On the in- 
side cover was the following: 

“This place is delightfully located on the 
south shore of Lake Michigan,the surround- 
ings being picturesque, the room large and 
airy, baving a gallery on the four sides of 
the building where you can enjoy the cool- 
ing breezes off the lake. Ample accommo- 
dations for 5000 people. Why go ‘to the 
race tracks when you can come here and 
play all the races at the tracks named be- 
low? Washington Park, Brighton Beach, 
Fort Erle, Newport, St. Louis, Harlem 
and Hawthorne. 

“All the finest brands of wines, 
and cigars.” 

Friends of John D. Rockefeller, the Stan- 
dard Oil magnate and patron of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, tmmediately called his 
attention to the anbounceme nt by the gam- 
blers 6f a location “near the Standard Ot! 
Co.'s works at Whiting’ and tried to en- 
ifst his aid in closing the place. 

This mistake of the gamblers was found 
to have been made in the desire to entice 
patronage from the wage earners at the 
Whiting works. <A similar mistake was 
made in the assurance of ‘“‘no interference.’ 
for the clergy of Indiana at once took deep 
offense at this, and, preparing a fae simile 
of the map and booklet and inclosing an 
appeal for the suppressiem of the resort, 
Scattered the whole broadcast over the 
state.

R. KARL PETERS, returned from 
his latest expedition into the Zam- 
besi country, has made a most re- 
markable statement summarizing his dis- 

*“coveries. As the first full and detailed 
statement that he has made since it was 
announced first that he had actually dis- 
covered King Solomon’s wonderful mines of 
Ophir, it would be interesting and impor- 
tant enough. But it is still more notable 


- because he declares now that his iast voy- 


age of exploration has opened a new chap- 
ter in history. He has found evidence that 


*' the Egyptians knew of and worked these 


mines long before the days of hing §Solo- 
mon and King Hiram of Tyre. 

He believes, even, that not only is the 
Zambesi country, which he has explored, 


, the original Land of Ophir, but that it is 


identical, too, with the Ewyptians’ Lund of 
Punt, to which they sent expeditions almost 
3000 years before Christ was born. 

In vast ruined temples, in great fallen 
cities, in graves whose occupants moldered 
to dust while Europe still was in the Stone 
Age, he has found Egyptian staiues and 
In temples crown- 
have been 
growing around the ruins for a time so 
long that the human mind can grasp it only 
with feeble imagining he has found evi- 
dences that once in that land that has been 
rediscovered only a generation ago there 
dwelled a wonderful and great people who 
worshipped Baal. 

Long before even the seed had aveniel 


- that was to sprout into the trees that were 


to form the Phenician galleys and the 
ships of Solomon the Egyptians were pray- 


_ ing to their gods in southern Africa in tem- 


ples built by slaves. Great Egyptians, per- 
haps even princes of the house of the Pha- 
raohs, died in those dim forests. primeval 
éven. then, and were buried far awuy from 
home. True to their beliefs, with them

down on them at last to ‘ight for their 
Those riches, borne to Jerusalem

hidden in southern Africa. And still man 
hungers for them and finds them again 
after hunting almost 309 years for them in 
vain, 

Yet through all those ages time has stood 
still in the Zambési couutry. It is as if 
when the last Phenicians disappeared 
from Ophir the years na-i stopped.

| — 


Mountain, the name of which first put him 
on the track. is in the land of the Baal 
worshippers, the Makalanga, who dwell un- 
der Mount Makombe and are ruled by King 
Makombe. ‘Fura.’ which is the native 
name, means ‘‘mines’” in the Manica Land 
language, which is that of the Makalanga. 
Dr. Peters, who for many years had made 
a study of African ethnology and ety- 
mology, has been struck many times with 
the curious likeness of many African names 
to the anciem Biblical Sabean. He traced 
the word “Fura’’ step by step through its 
corruptions, and finally became convinced 
that it was nothing but a corruption of 
“Afur,’’ under which name he found the 
region had been known to the Arabs of the 
sixteenth century. In Portuguese East Af- 
rica is a seaport named Sofala. This, he 
discovered, originally had been Sa Fura. 
‘“Sa’’ in the old Egyptian meant “land.’’ 
He did not need to search far to find that 
the prefix ‘‘Sa’’ still was used with this 
Same meaning by the natives. And ‘‘Afur’’ 
of the Arabians was merely the Sabean of 
the Hebrew word Ophir. Having traced 
the native African word ‘“Fura’’ of today 
to Ohpir, it needed little imagination to im- 
pel to search for Mount Fura, and when 
he found it he found ancient mine workings 
on its sides. It was then that the first an- 
nouncement reached the world that the 
Land of Ophir had been found. 

But in that first voyage he saw only the 
ruins in that one place. They were an- 
client cyclopean walls, partly tumbled down, 
partly rising up to 12 and 15 feet in height. 
Near the top of the mountain was another 
ground wall which had been part of a 
great building. It had been hewn into the 
living rock. 

Now he has found similar walls through- 
out that territory. He has found cities and 
temples. On mountain tops, in valleys by 
the mighty rivers, scattered over the plains 
he has discovered the vestiges of a great 
civilization—a race or engineers and sculp- 
tors, of warriors and administrators. 

The deductions from his discoveries are 
told by him in the statement which fol- 
lows. It is necessary only to add that 
Inyonga, mentioned by him, is in the heart 
of South Zambesia. Mount Zimbombu is in 
Matabele Land, not far from  Inyonga. 
Manica Land is partly in Portuguese Kast 
Africa, and partly in South Zambesia, 
which is a territory of Rhodesia. The 
place where the Egyptian figure was found 
is between the Bismarck and the Umookue 
ranges of mountains in South Zambesia. 
Dr. Peters says:

T is not difficult to trace and prove the 
| existence of a Semitic period in Bast 
Africa. The Semitic period was specifi- 
cally a Sabean-Phenician one. From the 
Zambesi to the Sabi and Lundi rivers the 
land is sowed with ruins from this epoch, 
The symbols of the Baal and Aschera wor- 
ships—phallus and vulture—are found ev- 
erywhere. I have found the phallus on the 
shores of the Zambesi river, on the Gava- 
resi and the Ruenye river shores, on the 
high plateau of Inyonga and in Manica 
Land far down to the Sabi: and in the 
southeast of Mashona Land the Temple of 
Zimbombu towers into the sky as a plain | 
symbol of this phase of the ancient his- 
tory of Svuth Africa. 
Inyonga is dotted with cyclopean edifices, 
cities, some as much as two miles in 


diameter, have been found in ruins there. 
The mountains are actually covered with 
vast terraces of stone, so that from the dis- 
tance they apear like monstrous zebras. 
Old aqueducts, many miles leng, have been 
hewn through solid rock. The peaks of 
the hills are crowned with fortifications. 
It seems as if the lost race had here made 
its iast stand and defended itself to the 
end. 

Most interesting finds are subterranean 
dwellings, circular in shape and sunk’ into 
the ground like shafts. They lie from 20 to 
21 feet below the surface and the rooms 
are 9 to 15 feet in diameter. We found the 
same strange subterranean places in Man- 
ica Land, not far from our new Count 
Moltke mine. Perhaps they are the slave 
prisons of that old time. but all is mys- 
terious, lost in the darkness of the ages. 

Throughout the territory, which extends 
from about 10 degrees to. 22 degrees south 
latitude and 32 degrees to 34 degrees east 
longitude, we found remains of prehistoric 
mining industries. Gold and iron mines 
were the most plentiful, But during the 
past summer I discovered also a long chain 
of old copper mines along the shores of 
the upper river Sabi. I followed them for 
20 miles from north to south, but they 
extend much further in both directions. 
and the natives told me that similar works 
were to be found along the right bank of 
the river. The observer can distinguish 
plainly between the older workings and 
those that are, though not recent. not en- 
tirely as ancient as the main workings. 
During the past year ancient workings for 
precious stones, apparently diamonds, have 
been discovered in eastern Melsetter, not 
far from the Portuguese boundary. They 
lie along the upper river Umbvumbvumbu, 
a tributary of the Sabi. 

I think that I can prove now that the 
old conquerors of the country, who opened 
these mines, were of Sabean tribes, to one 
of which the Phenicians belonged. The 
constant @ccurrence throughout this terri- 
tory of names that are entirely Sabean 
is remarkable. The utensils and imple- 
ments which we have found are like those 
that have been discovered in other Pheni- 
clan mines, such as the tin mines of Corn.- 
wall, England, and the mines in the Island 
of Sardinia. 

The phalli have their analogies in the 
temple of Byblos, a most ancient seat of 
the veneration of Astarte. Selomon’s gold 
hunting expeditions went out in co-opera- 
tion with those of the Phenician King 
Hiram of Tyre, and are mentioned in con- 
nection with the visit of the Queen of 
Sheba to Solomon. 

I have found the Baal-Aschera worship 
still existing in modern form in the south 
of the Zambesi. There is a tribe in that 
region called the Makalanga, which means 
the Sons of the Sun. They dwell under 
the shadow of Mount Makombe and wor- 
Ship the fire god Kabulu. “Kabulu” 
means “The Great Bulu.”’ ; 

They believe that he gave them fire, and 
they worship him with flame. Heights and 
hills are his holy places. In the house 
of a priestess, Quaraquate, there burns an 
eternal fire. The Makalanga believe that 
Quaraquate is more than 600 years old and 
that she was the wife of Kabulu. She 
lives in Senlamgombie. We were permitted 
to see her house fro mthe outside, but were 
‘not permitted to catch even a sight of 


her. Every year at the time of the summer 
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solstice, about the end of June, all fires in 
Makombe's land must be extinguished and 
relit from the holy fire of Quaraquate. This 
is remarkably like the customs of the an- 
cient worshipers of Baal. Can we doubt 
that Bulu is only a corruption of the word 
Baal, or Belus, the sun god of the ancient 
Phenicians? 

I am convinced that in South Africa we 
find the Ophir of Solomon. Solomon at the 
height of his power was not a worshiper 
of Jehovah, but of Baal. In that he fol- 
lowed the orthodox belief of the entire 
Semitic world of his time. Ophir is the 
Afur of the men of southern Arabia and of 
the Phenicians, and from the word “Afur”’ 
was derived the, Latin adjective Africus 
and thence our present name of Africa. 
Even today the name Ophir is is in use in 
negro dialect@® as Fura, a corruption, the 
progress of which I have traced step by 
step. Fura is used commonly in the Zam- 
besi district, and in Sofala, in Portuguese 
Kast Africa, it still bears the Egyptian 
prefix ‘“‘sa,”’ meaning “land,’’ in which 
sense it is used by these negroes today. 

All these things led me, in the year be- 
fore this, to seek Ophir of the Bible in 
the land of Zambesia. But today I feel 
sure that 1 can advance another step and 
lift still more of the veil of mystery that 
covers. this part of the history of the 
world. It leads us, going backward, far 
beyond the epoch of the Phenicians. 

Livingstone was amazed to find tattooing 
in what appeared to be Egyptian characters 
among a tribe of negroes in South Africa. 
Now I always have wondered how in the 
name ‘“‘Sofala,’’ the Egyptian prefix ‘Sa,”’ 
managed to get in front of the word 
“Ofala."’ Well, in April Mr. Fairbridge of 
Umtali showed me there several paintings 
made by Bushmen. He had discovered them 
just before in Mashona Land. Imagine my 
surprise and delight when I found them to 
be absolutely Egyptian in character. They 
were identical in form and color with the 
ancient Exeyptian work with which all are 
familiar. 

We are still in the dark regarding we 
ethnological status of the Hottentots, They 
have long skulls and a grayish yellow com- 
plexion. Their speech is radically different 
from that of the surrounding Kaffirs. While 
it belongs to the family of Bushmen dialects 
it also has marked peculiarities that are 
similar to those of the Egyptian language. 
For instance, their language recognizes 
three genders, which is an Egyptian form. 
Their religious beliefs also show Egyptian 
influence. They worship the moon, and 
this form of their belief bears a remarkable 
analogy to the worship of Isis under the 
Pharaohs. The Hottentots also worship 2 
green beetle, reminding one naturally of 
the worship of the scarabs in the land of 
the Nile, I have arrived at the conclusion 
that they are a hybrid race, springing from 
a mixture of Egyptian and Bushmen blood, 
and are the poor remnants of a people 
that once waS spread over all of South 
Africa. 

From my last expedition I brought a 
most interesting piece of evidence with me 
to support this conjecture. It is a statu- 
ette of distinctly Egyptian character, with 
hieroglyphics engraved around the waist. 
It was found 17 degrees south latitude and 
32 degrees east longitude, south of the 
Zambesi. It is one of the figures Known 


.clent mine workings alone are more power- 
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to Egyptologists as Uschebti figures, and 
appears to have belonged to Thotmes III 
himself or one of his courtiers. Prof. 
Flinders Petrie, the famous Egyptologist, 
to whom I showed the figure, has given 
me this statement concerning it: 

“It is the upper part of a Uschebti fig- 
ure, made by pressing clay in the mold. 
On the head is a worked hair-dressing and 
in each hand is a lash. The breast bears 
a cartouche of Thotmes III (about 1490 
B. C.). There are three lines of inscription 
under it, but they are so worn that I can 
read only the word ‘Osiris.’ The wig and 
the lashes point to the fact that this is 
a figure of the Pharaoh himself; but his 
name cannot be found in the inscription. 
The figure is antique beyond all question, 
and its smell shows that it was buried 
in moist earth, not in an Egyptian grave. 
It has not been long out of its hiding 
place or in the possession of any Arab.” 

Thus we have here a figure that has 
been buried in the moist Zambesi soil, and 
not near the Nile, and that has not long’ 
been in possession of an Arab, hence can- 
not have been carried to the Zambes!i in 
modern times for purposes of barter or 
otherwise. This means that the figure was 
made for a grave in Africa and so used. 

As is known to Egyptologists, we pos- 
sess two Egyptian pictures showing expe- 
ditions to 6 land called Punt or Phoun, 
which could be reached only by ship. The 
one picture dates to the dynasty of Sanch 
Kara of the ninth dynasty, 2780 B. C., and 
the other to Queen Hatesu of the eight- 
eenth dynasty, 1500 B. C. It has been 
proved that these two expeditions were not 
the only ones to Punt, and that such expe- 
ditions were regular ones for the Egyp- 
tians. The freight brought back from Punt, 
as shown in the pictures, possesses a strik- 
ing similarity to the freights from Ophir— 
gold and ivory—and has induced others be- 
sides me to surmise that perhaps Punt and 
Ophir may have been one and the same 
land. The common belief is that Punt was 
in Somaliland. But that is a pure sur- 
mise, with no archeological foundation at 
all. 


f we see Ophir in South Africa, then 
thé proofs that I have adduced make it 
tmhore credible that the Egyptian land of 
Punt must be sought there, too. The an- 


ful and convincing evidence than anything 
else that could be urged in opposition. Then 
we add the further archeological evidences 
which I have summarized. And lastly 
come the Bushmen paintings and my Us- 
chebti figure. The latter is the more im- 
portant because Thotmes III, the splendid 
ruler of the eighteenth dynasty, was the 
successor and a near relative (presumably 
a nephew) of Queen Hatesu. 
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been at least 3600 years before Christ, for 
under Assa of the fifth dynasty (3589 to 
2576 B. C.) the land is mentioned as then 
being an Egyptian cology. There jis really 
nothing extraordinary about this, The very 
ancient Egyptians knew the Indian Ocean; 
it is entirely unjustifiable to say that Bab- 
E!-Mandeb, at the southwestern extremity 
of Arabia, marked the southern limit of 


Egyptian influence or geographical knowle 
ecdige. , 

In the year 100 B. C., Punt still was 
Egyptian territory. But in the time of Da- 
vid it belonged to the Phenician empire, 
then extending far over the world. The 
Egyptians lost it to the Phenicians be- 
tween 1400 and 1100 B. C., according to my 
estimation.

N inquest by scientists has just been 
A held ov€ér a woman who died 500 
years ago. The body of the woman 
is in the Chillan exhibit. 
This fossilized woman is the result, 
the doctors and scientists say, of a strange 
accident and a curious combination of nat- 
ural causes. The pyramids of ancient Egypt 
contain many specimens of human beings 
whose bodies were mummifted thousands of 
years ago, and who have been preserved to 
this day, but this exhibit, in the Chile bulld- 
ing, is an instance of nature itself doing 
the work of mummification. Sq far as 
known, there is no other specimen of this 
kind in the world, and several museums are 
competing for its possession, including the 
Smithsonian Institute, Columbia University 
and the British Museum. 


It is the belief of the scientists that the 
young woman, whose body is thus pre- 
served, was caught by a cave-in of earth 
and stone while at work in a mine in an- 
cient Peru, and that her body was mum- 
mified or fossilized by the action of chem- 
icats present In that vicinity. 

Dr. John A. Miller, a leading Buffalo 
chemist, who was present at the inqdést, 
and participated in the examination of the 
figure, has written out the theory.

SARAH ROBINSON DUFF, an 
American, formerly of Chicago, is 
now the most celebrated teacher of 

She is passing sev- 
eral weeks in this city, where she is the 
center of a musical coterie. 

That -n American should today be re- 
gurded as the most successful and distin- 
guished vocal teacher in Paris, France, is 
Dut another tribute to that wonderful com- 
bination of talent, enterprise, beauty and 
tact—the new woman of the new world. 

Mrs. Robinson Duff is a beautiful wo- 
man, yet in her prime, who was thrown 
upon her own resources in true American 
fashion, without a moment’s warning and 
with the financial crash that usually ac- 
companies the familiar incident. 


Mrs. Duff had a beautiful voice, a fine 
musical education, unbounded ambition, 
youth and euthusiasm as her capital when, 
16 years ago, she undertook the task so 
commonly and palely described as “earning 
a livelihood.’ 


She had three charming babies as an in- 
centive. 

Mrs. Duff worked for 12 years in Chi- 
cago, her studio in the Auditorium becom- 
ing every day better known, and her won- 
derfully sutcessful method of placing the 
voice as exemplified in her pupils attracting 
the notice of dramatic impressarios. 

It was conceded by the operatic man- 
agers that a Duff voice was a vocal organ 
perfectly placed and exqulsitely developed, 
and that every pupil turned out by Mrs. 
Duff was that prize of prizes to the man- 
agement absolutely reliable.

Mrs. Duff’s pupil and is one of her warm. 
est admirers, particularly exemplifies her 
teacher's art. 


One by one the great artists of the op- 
eratic world sought Mrs. Duff while they 
were singing in Chicago.

GREEABLY co the request of the 
A Sunday Post-Dispatch, I venture to 
express a few opinions upon the 
study of the singing voice, although cog- 
nizant of the fact that the ground has al- 
ready been thoroughly canvassed by the

many eminent teachers of singing residing 
in this country. 

In epite of having been born an Ameri- 
can and living and teaching here for many 
years, I was utterly unprepared, on my re- 
turn, for the exquisite beauty and purity 
of the American’ singing voice among all 
classes and conditions. 

When asked to assign a reason for this 
happy condition, I can only find it in cli- 
matic influences, and I should also suggest 
the possibjlity of mixture of races by in- 
termarriage as a strong factor. 

Added to this, the average American 
youth is fired with ambition, and even in 
the humblest home father and mother are 
content to make every sacrifice that their 
children may cultivate the gifts God has 
given them. 

The general standard of music has been 
very much advanced in the past few years. 
The public unquestionably owes a deep debt 
of gratitude to Mr. Maurice Grau, who 
brings to our country, each year, the most 
distinguished artists in the world, as well 
as to Mr. Savage, who presents opera at a 
price which enables those less richly dow- 
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ered with tnis world’s goods to become fa- 
miliar with the works of the great mas- 
ters. 

During my stay in the United States I 
have heard hundreds of voices, and, while 
delighted with the majority, I have unfor- 
tunately been forced in many Instances to 
put a damper upon ambition and declare 
the would-be aspirant utterly devoid of 
those qualities which go to make success 
in the musical world. 

If I have been able to turm aside one 
such person I am grateful, for nothing Is 
more deplorable thah one who believes she 
has a voice and as a matter of fact has 
none at all. 

If I mistake nog, it was Bellini who said 
that it required three things to make a 
singer—voice, voice, and again voice. With 
the more advanced school of music and in 
the light of present day requirements, I 
should venture to change this trinity to 
voice, breath and brains. 

The superiority of diaphragmatic breatn- 
ing has been made familiar by physicians 
as well as artists, and it has astonished 
me not a little to find so little attention

Too much attention cannot be given, in 
my estimation, to the idea of a straight 
line in singing, which requires that the 
lowest chest tone, well as the highest 
head note, shall hav® an equally forward 
position on the teeth. 

I wish it might be my privilege te tm- 
press upon all vocal students the absolute 
perfection necessary for success in this 
day of talent and competition, as well as 
the enormous amount of time and money 
which must be expended before the pre 
cious goal can be reached.

CELEBRATE THE HOLY DAYS 


WHICH USHER IN 


THE NEW YEAR. 


A Season Filled With Picturesque Festivals Begin- 
ning on September 13 and End- 
ing Yesterday. 


| ITH the final celebration of the feast 

W of Succoth yesterday the holiday 

services of the Jewish New Year 
were brought to a close. In every home 
of the Ghetto the day was appropriately 
observed. The synagogues were crowded 
morning and evening and the ceremonies, 
of a simple character, were in keeping with 
the significance of the occasion. 

Aside from the large number of Ortho- 
@ox Jews living in St. Louis, thousands 
came from surrounding towns, where there 
are no synagogues. 

The first days of Succoth were celebrated 
Friday and Saturday a week ago. The feast 
fs one of general rejoicing. It followed a 
golemn period of fasting and prayer. 

During the festive seasori the Israelites 
‘were commanded to dwell in tabernacles 
and booths, so as to keep fresh in their 
memory the tents which formed their homes 
during their 40 years’ sojourn in the wil- 
derness. 

There is no such strict observance of the 
feast at the present day. 

The symbols of the hallowed occasion are 
branches of palm, bound with sprigs of 
gyrtie and willow, and a citron. 

Out of these are constructed the booths 
which have been in evidence at the homes 
ef the Orthodox.Jews during the past ten 
days. 

According to the opinion of learned rab- 
bis the Israelites did not really live in 
booths, but were surrounded by seven 
clouds. Four clouds, one at each of the 
four sides; a fifth a shadow, to protect 
them from the hot rays of the sun; the 
eixth a pillar of fire to give them light by 
night and the seventh to precede their jour- 
mney and direct their way. 

The feast of the tabernacles, which in- 
eludes Succoth, is also the feast of the In- 
gathering, signifying thanksgiving to God 
gor the blessings bestowed. The four spe- 
cles belonging to the vegetable kingdom 
which are used in the construction of the 
booths are designed as a reminder of the 


Fe Zour elements of nature, which work under 


divine guidance. The citron is of deep yel- 
low and resembles fire. The palm repre- 
gents the second element, air. The third 
is the bough of the myrtle, a tree which 
grows close to the ground. It is cold and 
iry as earth, and for this reason represents 
that element. The fourth is the willow of 
the brook, which grows in great profusion 
beside the water, trailing its branches in

Not a few of the guests were 
children, who joined in commemorating the 
day with the same animation and enthusi- 
asm displayed by their elders, 

The St. Louis Ghetto Includes the district 
between Cass and Franklin avenues and 
extending eastwardly from Tenth street td 
Broadway. Not all of the residents attend 
the synagogue meetings, though they al- 
ways observe the New Year and the holi- 
days incident to the commemoration of this 
season. 

The Jewish New Year began two weeks 
ago. In every window flickered candles; 
from every shop window hung a sign an- 
nouncing the days of prayer and the siic- 
ceeding week of feasting. 

At 5 o’clock every morning could be seen 
the fathers, with their shawls wrapped 
around them, wending their way to church. 
At nightfall again they appeared with 
prayer books in hand on their way to the 
house of worship. Their wives and children 
always follow, never accompanying them, 
and take their places in the galleries and 
hallways. 

In St. Louis there are ten Orthodox He- 
brew congregations. For the New Year 
services this number is almost doubled. 
Households, too, are thrown open for serv- 
ices in case the synagogues are not able 
to accommodate the multitude. 

Three rabbis preside over all the Ortho- 
dox churches of St. Louis. They are: Revs. 
Adolph Rosentreter, Aaron Spechter and Z. 
Rosenfeld. When the rabbi is not present 
the ceremonies are conducted under the di- 
rection of the readers, who also compose 
the choir. The responses to the prayers 
are made by the entire congregation 

As the beginning of the New Year, Sept. 
14, which is the first day of the Tishri, or 
month, according to the ancient customs of 
the Jewish nation, was a day of prayer, 
followed on Sunday by the feast day. These 
are the two New Year days. As the day 
of memorial Sunday is known as Yom Hoz- 
ikaron, and, as the day of judgment, it is 
called Yom Hardin, It is the day of uni- 
versal salvation, significant of a general 
forgiveness of sins, and is therefore accom- 
panied with much joyousness, 

One of the most interesting features of 
the festival is the ceremony of the trum- 
pet blowing. This cornet is made of a ram's 
horn, to signify that the Lord may remem- 


~ the stream, thus symbolizing the last ele- ber the ram which was sacrificed instead of 


Isaac, and allow the merits of the patri-

On New Year’s Day the record of the 
binding of Isaac is recited in the syna-

During the year man !s apt to grow in- 
different to his sins, and the cornet is 
sounded to arouse him to the consciousness 
of the time which is so rapidly passing.

First, a pure sound (T’kiah); next, a sound 
of alarm or trembling (Truah), and last, 
@ pure sound again. The first is to typify 
man’s first awakening to penitence, the 
second the sorrow which one feels for his 
misconduct and his earnest determination 
to reform. The last, which is the pure 
sound, is indicative of a sincere resolution 
to keep incorruptible the repentant heart. 
The most solemn of the feasts just cele- 
brate Is that of the atonement. This is the

The rabbi and choir 
follow and the officers of the congregation, 
marching two abreast, singing the hosan- 
nas, The procession is a triumphal one and 
the music sends.a thrill through the listen- 
er. 

When the reading of the law its finished, 
the procession is taken up and a new song 
of rejoicing is sung. Taking the leaves from 


the twigs they carry the worshipers lay 
them on the altar. This is in goken of the 
ceremonial in the temple, whén the Jews, 
with gladsome song, strewed upon their al- 
tar the leaves of the willow twigs they had 
carried during the festival. 

Upon each Sabbath day of the year a por- 
tion of the law is read in the synagogues, 
but particularly on this feast day is the 
last portion of Deuteronomy, narrating the 
death and burial of Moses, read.

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Prof. S. P. Langley Tells What He Diseov- 
ered While Watching’'a Fire 
Walker at Tahiti. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 1.

ROF. 8. P. LANGLEY of the Smith- 
Pp sonian Institution lately witnessed 
the ceremony of “fire walking’ in 
Tahiti and has thus described the most im- 
pressive features:

HE place selected for the ceremony 
+ fortunately was not far from the 
ship. I went there at noon and 
found that a large shallow pit or trench 
had been dug, about nine feet by 21 feet 
and about two feet deep. Lying near by 
was a pile containing some cords of rough 
wood, and a plie of rounded, water-worn 
stones, weighing, I should think, from forty 
to eighty pounds apiece. They were, per- 
haps, two hundred in number, and all of 
porous; basalt, @ feature the importance of 
The wood was 
In, the trench, the fire was lighted 


and the stones heaped on it. This was done 
about noon. 

About 4:40 o’clock six acolytes (natives), 
wearing crowns of flowers, wreathed with 
garlands and bearing poles nearly fifteen 
feet long, ostensibly to be used as levers 
in toppling over the upper stones, appeared 
They were suppused to need such _ long 
poles because uf the distance at which they 
must stand on account uf the heat radiated 
from the plle, but I had walked close bde- 
side it a moment before and satisfied myself 
that I could have manipulated the stones 
with a lever of one-third the length, with 
some discomfort, but with entire safety. 
Some of the uppermost stones only were 
turned over, leaving a superior layer, the 
long poles being needlessly thrust down be- 
tween the stones to the bottom, where two 
of them caught fire at their extremities, 
adding very much to the impression that 
the exposed layer of stone was red-hot, 
when in fact they were not, at least to the 
eye. These long poles and the way they 
were handled were, then, a part of the in- 


genious “‘staging’’ of the whole spectacle. 
Now the most impresive part of the cere- 
mony began Papa-Ita, the priest, tall, dig- 
nifled, flower-crowned and dressed with 
garlands of flowers, appeared with naked 
feet and with a large bush of “’TI"’ leaves 
in his hands, and, after going partly 
around the fire each way, uttering what 
seemed to be commands to it, went back 
and, beating the stones nearest him three 
times with the “Tl’ leaves, advanced stead- 
ily, but with obviously hurried step, directly 
over the central ridge of the pile. Two 
disciples, similarly dressed, followed him, 
but they had not the courage to do so di- 
rectly along the heated center. They fol- 
lowed about halfway between the center 
and the edge, where the stones were mani. 
festly cooler, since I had satisfied myself 
that they could be touched lightly with 
the hand Papa-Ita then turned and led the 
way back, this time with deliberate confi- 
dence, followed on his return by several 
new disciples, most of them not keeping 
exactly in the steps of the leader, but ob- 
viously seeking cooler places. A third and 
fourth time Papa-lta crossed with a larger 
follc wing, after which many Europeans 
present walked over the stones without ref- 
erence to the priest’s Instructions. The 
natives were mostly In their bare feet 
Oue wore stockings. No European at- 
tempted to walk in bare feet except in one 
case, that of a boy, who, I was told, found 
the stones toa hot and immediately 


' 


Still, the essential question as to the ac- 
tual heat of these stones had not yet been 
answered, and after the fourth passage I 
secured Papa-Ita’s permission to remove, 
from the middle of the pile, one stone 
which, from its size and position, every 
foot had rested upon tn crossing, and which 
was undoubtedly at least as hot as any 
one of those trodden on. it was pulled out 
by my assistants with difficulty, as it 
proved to be larger than I had expected, 
it being of ovoid shape, with the lower end 
in the hottest part of the fire. I had 
brought over the largest wooden bucket 
which the ship had, and which was half 
filled with water, expecting that this would 
cover the stone, but it proved to be hardly 
enough. The stone caused the water to rise 
nearly to the top of. the bucket, and it 
was thrown into such violent ebullition 
that a great deal of it boiled over and es- 
caned weighing. 

Meanwhile others, as I have said, began 
to walk over the stones without any refer- 
ence to the ceremony prescribed by Papa- 
Ita, and three or four persons, whom I per- 
sonally knew on board the ship, did so in 
shoes, the soles of which were not burned 
at all. One of the gentlemen, however, 
who crossed over with unburned shoes, 
showed me that the ends of his trousers 
had been burned by the flames which

E. B. Baldwin Has 


Begun the Journey 


With a Better Equipment Than Any 


Previous Explorer 


and Is Confident 


He Will Win the Long-Sought Bourne. 
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HE northernmost residence communi- 
ty in the-world just now is the win- 
ter camp established by Evelyn B. 


Baldwin, a native of Springfield, Mo., on 


one of the northeast islands of Franz Jo- 
seph Land and Crown Prince Rudolph 
Land, 

This is a community of 42 men; 420 dogs 
and 15 ponies. It is 600 miles from the 
North pole. The men come from five coun- 
tries—the United States, Russia, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark. They are sheltered 
in collapsible frame houses, which will be 
given a double thickness by slipping one 
inside the other when the Arctic winter 
is at its height. 

Baldwin and his men left Vardo, Norway, 
in July, on the ships America and Fritz- 
jof. They sailed due north around the 
southwestern coast of Franz Joseph Land 
until the ice made it advisable to land the 
supplies of the Fritzjof and send her back 
to Norway, that she might be able to ship 
a new cargo of supplies and return with 
them to Franz Joseph Land in the summer 
of 1992. ' 

After leaving the Fritzjof about the 

twentieth day of August, Mr. Baldwin and 
his crew of 41 men on the America sailed 
up the coast of Franz Joseph Land as long 
as it was possible for their ship to make 
headway in the ice, and, when the ship 
lodged, the expedition moved on over the 
ice and islands toward Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph Land, where Mr. Baldwin hoped to 
establish his winter camp. This movement 
northward was confinued until early Sep- 
tember, when a site was selected for the 
place where the expedition should spend 
the long Arctic whiter of almost six 
months. The stores of food and clothing 
and necessary house furnishings, of medi- 
cines, scientific and musical instruments, 
etc., were sledged up from the America, 
and October finds the expedition warmly 
housed 300 miles beyond the northernmost 
outposts of civilization and more than a 
hundred miles north of Spitsbergen. 
» The America, Mr. Baldwin's flagship, re- 
mains fast in the ice on the west coast of 
Franz Joseph Land; the Fritzjof is steam- 
ing back to Norway; the third ship of the 
expedition, the Belgica, sailing northwest- 
erly from Sandefjord, Morway, in August, 
has reached the Greenland coast some place 
between Koldeway and Shannon Islands, 
and her crew has established a camp, or 
camps, which will afford a shelter for Mr. 
Baldwin and his men when they come down 
out of the North in the autumn of 1902. 

The winter camp at the northwest of 
Franz Joseph Land is not lower than the 
eighty-first parallel of latitude, and not 
Algher than the eighty-third parallel. Three 


‘hundred and sixty miles northwest of it is 


the point reached tn 1900 by the Italian, 
Duke d’Abruzzi, beyond which no man 
has ever gone. Fifty miles southeast of 
the northernmost point reached by the 
Italian is the farthest north of Nansen.: 
Beyond is the coveted pole, for the dis- 
covery of which no such outlay of money 


- has ever been made as that advanced by 
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William Ziegler of New York City, or any 
such elaborate expedition organized as that 
now entered into the far North under the 
leadership of Evelyn B. Baldwin. 

Mr. Baldwin has done what no seeker 
for the North pole has done before him: 
he has established a colony on the very 
northernmost point of land known, and will 
maintain it through the long winter upon 
euch lines of comfort and plenty that when 
the expedition gathers itself in April for 
the dash to the pole the men and the dogs 
will be fine and fit, being acclimated, hav- 
ing strength, and getting an early start. 
The fatigue and wear occasioned by the 
long trip from Norway to Franz Joseph 
Land this year are to be wholly recovered 
by the long stay at the winter camp. It

to serve as food for the dogs, having taken 
this food into the far North on its own feet.

have fixed 70 and 75 pounds as the burden 
a dog should pull, Baldwin reduces it to 50 
pounds and 55. He thinks some of his pre- 
decessors have failed more because their 
overburdened dogs collapsed than because 
of anything else. 

The 41 men who share with Mr. Baldwin 
his far North camp are a chosen crew. 
Charles E. Rilliet of 4719 South Ninth 
street, St. Louis—the only one of 32 St. 
Louis applicants to gain admission to the 
expedition—is an illustration of the sort of 
men Baldwin has banded about him. Ril- 
liet is 28 years old, well educated and a 
leader in athletics. He is willing to partici- 
pate in any hazardous undertaking Mr. 
Baldwin may suggest. He is one of five 
men chosen to make the final balloon dash 
for the pole in case the entire trip cannot 
be made overland. The Baldwin balloons 
were built at Quincy, lil. When Rilliet was 
chosea a member of the expedition he "was 
sent to Quincy to familiarize himself with 
the balloons. He remained there a month. 

The Baldwin-Ziegler party is the largest 
which ever attempted to find the pole. But 
each of its 42 men has some specific part 
of the work to do. The four dog drivers 
were brought from a remote place in St- 
beria, where the skill of the natives in 
handling dogs in harness exceeds that of 
any other people known. A meteorologist 
will take the meteorological records, using 
thermometers, barometers, self-registering 
barographs and thermographs, an anemom- 
eter with which to determine the veloci- 


ties o fthe Arctic winds, & theodolite and’ 


nephoscope with which to determine the 
height, velocity and direction of the clouds. 
The aurora borealis will not only be 
studied with every facility known to sci- 
ence, but it will be pictured by an artist. 
Hourly observations will be made of the 
tides. A geodetist and geographer will 
make topographical maps of the country. 
Photographs of many kinds will be taken, 
from ordinary plate and film views up to 
photography's most recent acquisition, the 
omniscope, with which the expedition can 
not only picture its progress from day to 
day, but may also photograph the Sear 
hunts and seal hunts which will be indulged 
in to add to the supply of food. So it wil! 
be seen that the little community now in 
its winter camp on the north Shore of 
Franz Joseph Land is a community of com- 
petents. 

The food store of the expedition is in it- 
self a scientific triumph. The coffee is con- 
densed into small tablets. Pork and beans 
are solidified Into the form and size of an 
ordinary biscuit. There are many extracts 
of beef, There are fifteen hundred tins, 
holding 72,000 eggs, crystallized for Mr. 
Baldwin in St. Louis. Fruits and vegetables, 
evaporated and in tins, are an important 
part of the store, and there are condensed 
milks and chocolates and limejuice tablets, 
in all, a store to provision 40 men several 
months—each condensed and boiled Gown 
into the smallest possible solidification sci- 
ence has thus far found. The dog food 
alone is an item of 100 tons. It is pemmican, 
dried fish and dog biscuit. It is all good 
for human consumption if there is need for 
it.

tions. His idea is that the best method of 
securing dog meat in the far North is to 
run it up there or its own feet. 

No other expedition into the North has 
made provisions for sending news back 
equaling those of Mr. Baldwin. He means 
that the world shall be kept informed of 
his progress and that it shall know what 
happened his expedition in case it fails to 
return. There are 40 balloons in the outfit, 
each specially made for this work, and her- 
metically sealed in tin. Thirty-eight of 
these balloons have a capacity of 3000 cubic 
feet and will measure, when inflated, 31 
feet in height and 68 feet in circumference. 
They will be inflated by the vitriolic pro- 
tess with hydrogen gas. The other two bal. 
loons are much larger.: They are to serve 
as the last resort in the dash for the pole. 

In addition to these balloons. Mr. Baldwin 
has 600 buoys. These are to be carried down 
from the North by the balloons as far as 
the balloons will fly, and are then to be 
borne by ocean currents. Mr. Baldwin In- 
tends liberating 400 buoys on the way up to 
the pole, and 200 on the way down. The ar- 
rangement of the attachment to the bal- 
loons is such that whenever a balloon car- 
rying several buoys is brought to the 
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overland for the pole, 


ground by their weight, the lowermost 
buoy will be detached by simply touching 
ice or water, permitting the balloon to sal) 
off with a lightened load, finally carrying 
the last of its buoys many miles beyond 
the point where the first buoy was dropped. 

This is not to be a dul) winter in the 
camp on Franz Joseph Land. Mr. Baldwin 
has had a care for that. He has placed in 
the outfit a library of books suiting the 
tastes of many men, boxing gloves, fencing 
foils, gymnastic paraphernalia, games and 
musical instruments, this last-named item 
including violins, mandolins, guitars, ban- 
jos, autographs, accordions, triangles, tam- 
pourinas, ocarinas, violoncello, bugles, har- 
monicas and flageolets, Mr. Baldwin believes 
these things will assist him in holding his 
men together. It is one of the essentials 
that the men shall be kept interested and 
friendiy, for the Arctic night is almost 
everlasting and has depressing effects upon 
men accustomed to a night and a day every 
24 hours. 

If Baldwin finds the North pole next year 
the world should have news from him 
either in December of that year or January 
of the next. He leaves his winter camp on 
Franz Joseph Land next April, and starts 
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proximately 600 miles, and the course is 
northeast. If the expedition reaches the 
pole it will start home in a slightly south- 
westerly course, aiming at the Greenland 
coast. It is to this coast, as high as it can 
get, that the third of Baldwin's ships, the 
Belgica, goes to maintain a camp to re- 
ceive the expedition when it comes down. 
In this camp the expedition will find sup- 
plies and rest until they are able to come 
South. The dash from Franz Joseph Land 
to the pole and back to the Greenland 
coast, if it can be made at ali, will not 
consume more than six months. This Is Mr. 
Baldwin's expectation. He expects to travel 
to greater advantage than any of his pre- 
decessors because of the early start he 
gets and by spending the winter in Franz 
Joseph land and because of the careful and 
elaborate organization of his expedition, in 
which there is no thing that is classed more 
important than another, for everything 
taken along is absolutely necessary to the 
gratification of the hopes of Mr, Zeigler 
and the young Missourian he has backed to 
find the pole. 

If Baldwin does not find the pole in 1902. 
he will try it again 
to the United Sta 
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in 1903.

They will continue to be flat in harmony 
with the low style of hair-dressing which 
will be more adopted than ever. It should 
be noted that the dressing of the hair is 
the most difficult thing for a woman to 
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change. Fashions follow each other in 
rapid succession, and they are frequently 
conflicting. But in regard to the hair 
changes in fashion, they are very slow; it 
is the touchstone of feminine beauty, and 
women naturally fear that a different colf- 
ure may destroy the charm of their general 
aspect, and adopt a less becoming method 
of setting off the face.

S taries of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Oct. 15, 16 and 17 they will assemble 
here to attend the second congress of the 
Priests’ Eucharistic League in the United 
States. 

The Eucharistic League is an organization 
among the priests of the Catholic Church. 
It was instituted in France during the last 
century, and now exists in almost every 
country in the world. The Benedictine 
Fathers of St. Méinhard's established it in 
the United States in 1893, and the first 
Eucharistic Congress was held at Notre 
Dame, Ind., four years ago. Since then 
the league has grown apace, and the at- 
tendance at the St. Louis congress will be 
more than double the attendance upon the 
first congress at Notre Dame. The sessions 
will be held at St. Francis Xavier's Church, 
Grand avenue and Lindell boulevard. The 
purpose of the congress is to promote devo- 
tion to the blessed sacrament. The con- 
gress will be conducted by the fathers of 
the blessed sacrament, who have estab- 
lished a house of worship in this country 
within the last two years. In their little 
chapel In New York City—one of three 
such places in the world—these priests prac- 
tice perpetual exposition of the blessed sac- 
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night, that two priests are not kneeling 
before the blessed sacrament, each kneeling 
an hour at a time. The Eucharistic Con- 
gress will be the first occasion of the ap- 
pearance of the fathers of the blessed sac- 
rament in St. Louis. 

The attendance upon this St. Louis ses- 
sion of the Eucharistic Congress will in- 
clude such dignitaries of the Catholic 
as Cardinal Martinelli, the papal 
delegate at Washington; Cardinal James 
aibbons of New York City, Archbishops 
tvan of Philadelphia, Riordan of San Fran- 
cisco, Elder of Cincinnati, Kain of St. Louis 
and Keane of Dubuque. 

In addition to these there will be bishops 
from some twenty of the dioceses, and 
priests from many others, aggregating some 
three hundred officers and priests of the 
church.
